President Carter's energy 


plan drew criticism even 
before be spelled it out. But it 
also drew some industry sup- 
port. 


Washington (AP) — Presktent Carter asked a 


hashed Congress Wednesday night to enact a aatkaal 
energ>-policy that raises prices aad UMS for CMffy 
and automobiles to eocourafe conservation of 
dwindling resources. 


"With the exception of preventing war. this is the 


greatest challenge our country will face during our 
lifetimes." Carter told a joint session of the Setate 
and House in a nationally broadcast address. 


Carter told the legislators, already divided by 


allegiance to different regions and interests that he 
has learned why a comprehensive energy- policy has 
not already been developed. 


"It is a thankless job." Carter said, "but it Ls our 


job. and I believe we have a fair, well-balanced and 
effective plan to present to you." 


He urged enactment of legislation that would tax 


gas-guzzling autos anywhere from $448 for 1978 low- 
mileage models up to $2,49 for 1985. 


And he asked the lawmakers to approve a plan that 


would add about 7 cents a gallon to the cost of gasoline, 
fuel oil and other petroleum products by 1910 through a 
series of taxes on crude oil. 


Carter's program threatened further gasoline taxes 


starting at 5 cents a gallon in 1919 as rising as high as 


SB ceits a galkM if US. gasoline consumption is not 
held don. 


US gasoline pikes are BOW about CO cents a gallon 


for regular, including 4 cents of federal tax. By com- 
parina. the price in Great Britain is around $1.10 a 
gallon art flJ* in Italy. 


"I don't expect much applause." Carter said near 


the start of his 31-minute speech. And be didn't get 
much after receiving a warm round when be entered 
the Mouse chamber. 


The President was almost 20 minutes into his speech 


when his statement that "immediate and total decon- 
trol of domestic oil and gas prices would be dis- 
astrous" brought the first round of handclapping. The 
next came when he said producers should not be 
allowed windfall profits. 


The political difficulties Carter will face in having 


his proposals embodied in law showed dearly in the 
first congressional reaction. 


House Speaker Thomas P. "Tip" O'Neill Jr. said 


Carter knows "this is his first major fight" Other dis- 
agreements with members of Congress. O'Neill said, 
"were mere skirmishes. This is a battle." 


The two committee chairmen who would handle any 


tax components of the energy package commented 


guardedly. 


Rep. Al L'Uman. D-Ore., of the House Ways and 


Means Committee, praised Carter for "a tough direct 
approach that leaves no doubt about his personal com- 
mitment." but wondered whether "people will 
recognize the dangers of delay and will respond short 
of a clearcut crisis." 


Sen. Russell B. Long. D-La., chairman of (he Senate 


Finance Committee, said Carter should be admired for 
constructive recommendations "and Congress ought 
to cooperate with him to the extent it can. His 
recommendations will be considered." 


Carter emphasized that fairness was one of his chief 


aims and that "the energy industry should not reap 
large unearned profits" from the nation's energy 
crisis. 


"None of our people must make an unfair sacrifice. 


None should reap an unfair benefit." Carter said. 


He urged that "individual accounting be required 


from energy companies for production, refining, dis- 
tribution and marketing — separately for domestic 
and foreign operations. 


"Strict enforcement of the antitrust laws can be 


based on this data, and may prevent the need for 
divestiture." Carter said, referring to proposals to 


break tip the major energy companies. 


Carter said his program would also seek to soften its 


own impact on particular segments of the public. 


Carter's policies were aimed primarily at saving 


energy and developing the use of coal, nuclear power 
and solar energy. 


"We can never increase our production of oil and 


natural gas by enough to meet our demand." he said, 
in effect announcing the death notice of a century of 
petroleum-fueled growth. 


Earlier, a top-ranking Carter aide said the average 


American's standard of living would not be lowered by 
the President's energy package. 


A White House "fact sheet" on these proposals said 


Carter's plan could save some 4.6 million barrels of oil 
daily by 1935, reducing oil imports to some 7 million 
barrels per day. This would be 40 per cent below the 
otherwise projected import levels. 


The fact sheet said that although Carter's plan would 


increase the rate of inflation, it also would increase 
the Gross National Product — GNP — by seven-tenths 
of 1 per cent in 1978 and about four-tenths of 1 per cent 
in 1985. 


By then, the program would have created some 100,- 


000 jobs, the statement added.

The Legislature backed away from a 


$24 food tax credit Wednesday and 
reduced the proposed new figure to $20 
per person. 


That follows the recommendation of 


Gov. J. James Exon. who included in his 
budget recommendations funding to 
boost the current credit from $16 to $20 
effective this year. 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha 


called the legislative about-face ao act of 
"barefaced'moral cowardice." 


The Unicameral had earlier settled on 


a $24 credit in lieu of proposals to abolish 
the sales tax on food purchases. 


But Sen. Howard Lamb of Anselmo 


won 27-17 approval to switch back to a 
$20 figure in order to assure that the 
figure would not fall back to $16 in the 
event that Exon_successfully vetoed the 
$24 proposal. " • 


Lamb returned the bill, LB30, from its 


final reading position to attach the 
amendment. The amended bill now rests 
at second-stage consideration pending 
further discussion. 


Chambers made one last effort to 


rewrite the bill in order to wipe out the 
,sales tax on food effective next year. 


But his proposal was rejected on an 18- 


27 count. 


Taxing food is neither fair nor just, he 


said, and falls most heavily on the poor 
whose total purchases are more 
weighted toward food. 


Also turned down was a proposal by 


Sen. Gerald Koch of Ralston to provide a 
sales tax exemption for solar energy 
systems. 
. Most opponents argued that such a 
plan should not be adopted pending a 
comprehensive look at energy conserva- 
tion measures. 


Sen. Wally Barnett of Lincoln sup- 


ported the Koch amendment as an incen- 
tive for the development and use of solar 
energy units.

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High farm supports 
may challenge Carter 


Washington (UPI) — Disregarding 


threats of a presidential veto, a House 
agriculture subcommittee Wednesday 
approved a farm support plan which ad- 
ministration experts argued could cost 
taxpayers up to an annual average of $6.2 
billion during the next four years. 


The plan, reaffirming earlier tentative 


action by the panel, would push 1978 
wheat target prices to $3.20 a bushel, 
compared with the $2.90 offered as a 
proposed compromise by President 
Carter. It was sent to the full House 
Agriculture Committee where 
Democratic leaders were expected to try 
to cut in back to levels the administra- 
tion will support. 


An aide to Agriculture Secretary Bob 


Bergland said Bergland was conviaced 
that both Senate awl House farm bloc 
members will wind op accepting the ad- 
ministration's anwadced limits on spen- 
ding in any new farm bill. 


For corn, the House subcommittee 


plan provides a $MO a bushel 1KB target 
in contrast with the $2 proposed by 


Bergland. 


Bergland told lawmakers that if they 


boost support targets and crop support 
loans enough to push total program costs 
much beyond the estimated $2 billion a 
year cost of Carter's latest proposal, the 
bill would be vetoed. 


Aides said that the overall four-year, 


$8 billion package could be shaped to put 
higher income supports in 1978 than 
Carter has proposed if lawmakers were 
willing to set lower props in later years 
to keep within the total four-year cost 
ceiling. 


In the Senate. Sen. Robert Dole. R- 


Kan, -proposed a $3.10 a bushel wheat 
target for 1978 crop support loan rates 
for wheat, and in target prices for both 
wheat and corn in the current 1977 crop 
season. 


The target prices serve to trigger 


direct government payments to farmers 
if markets fall below the pre-set target. 
The crop loans, operating as a second 
phase of the farm program, set a floor 
under market prices.

County might have to pay 
for general LOMR raise

If employes of the Lancaster Office of Mental 


Retardation (LOMR) are to get an across-the- 
board raise next fiscal year, it will probably have 
to come entirely out of Lancaster County 
taxpayers' pockets. 


This will be true even though most of LOMR's 


funds come from the state and federal 
governments. 


A proposed $1,738,432 budget for LOMR to be 


reviewed by the Region V Mental Retardation 
Services advisory board next month contains no 
provision for a cost-of-living pay increase, county 
omunisaoKnleaned Wednesday. 


The budget.allocates $119,98* for ad- 


ministrative expenses for 1977-78, including $80,- 
018 for salaries. This would cover merit increases 
for all LOMR employes, but could not cover an 
•cross-tbe-board raise, LOMR Director Bill 
HgBpelmeyer said. 


If (be coMNy board votes a 6% increase for all 


employes, as has been proposed, "we

Frank Faughn explained. 


Total Region V revenues for 1976-77 equal $3,- 


975.670. Of this, $332,405 is supplied by taxpayers 
in the seven counties; the rest is state and federal 
funds, explained Dick Packwood, fiscal manage- 
ment director for Region V. 


Mrs. Ganger computed that Lancaster County 


is currently receiving 43.73% of the region's total 
budget, but is contributing 50.66% of its local 
revenues. 


This disparity would indicate teat LOMR 


could legitimately ask for a bigger piece of the 
pie, she said. 


Packwood said the Region V board, made up 


of commissioners from all seven counties, would 
most likely not vote a salary increase for LOMR, 
since LOMR's salary scale is already higher than 
any other agency in the region. 


This would still give LOMR the option of in- 


creasing Salaries without Region V's approval, 
but also without Region V's funds. 


Colin said be felt the pay difference is 


justified because it costs more to live in Lincoia 
than in surrounding counties. 


Mrs. -Gauger noted, however, that Region V 


employes living in Lincoln and doing the same 
type of work as LOMR employes are 01 fte tower 
pay scale. 


Since LOMR is the largest agency in the 


region, the salaries of the others shook! be 
brought up to equal it, administrative assistant 
Wayne Hart argued.

"The President's energy program 
requires sacrifices by everyone - yet 
each special interest is clawing away 
at the program to eliminate ill par- 
. titular sacrifice." Common Cause 
chairman John Gardner said. 


"If they succeed, the nation will suf- 


fer and we'll be left wondering whether 
a free society has the guts to do any un- 
comfortable thing." Gardner said. 
"Let us stand now and say we are 
ready to take our share of the hardship 
and have no intention of letting special 
interests destroy the program." 


Nonetheless, the program, par-

—Tax credits of up to $2,000 for homeowners who install solar 


heating and cooling devices. 


—Mandatory efficiency standards on new appliances such as 


air conditioners, furaances, water heaters and refrigerators. 


—Forbidding utilities from charging lower rates to industries 


and businesses which use large amounts of electricity or natural 
fas. 


—Imposing a new tax on crude oil in addition to the hike in gas- 


oline taxes. The crude oil tax could.raise the price of gasoline 
another seven cents per gallon. 


-Returning increased oil and gasoline taxes to consumers 


through a federal tax rebate, likely starting at $15 and rising to 
$25. The rebate is intended to compensate low income families hit 
hard by sharply higher energy costs. 


—Permitting all domestic crude oil prices to rise to the current 


world price, about $13 a barrel, a move designed to provide a 
profit incentive for the discovery of new oil reserves and raising 
the sale price of s^called old oil from developed reserves. 


—Keeping natural gas prices under federal control, but permit- 


ting the price to rise from $1.42 per tbousaod cubic feet to about 
$1.75 per thousand cubic feet 


—Mandatory conversion for industry from natural gas to coal 


by 1990. 


—A speedup in the licensing process for nuclear reactors. 


Plans for so-called fast breeder reactors would be cancelled.

Washington - Follom* are questions oa bow 


President Carter's energy proposals would affect COB- 
sumers and answers based primarily on the 
explanations of the program by administration of- 
ficials: 


Q. How much is the President's program gojae to 
cost me? 


A. That depends on such factors as where yon 


live, the size of your house or apartment, what kind of 
fuel you use for heating, bow much you drive, whether 
you plan to buy a car and. if you do, what size ear. 
Assuming Congress approves the entire plan, you can 
count on paying at least 7 cents more than you pay 
now for each gallon of gasoline by 1S80, and as much 
as 17 cents a gallon more if there continues to be a 
significant increase in the use of gasoline nationally. 


Q. Is there not some average cost to consumers? 
A. The best estimate that federal energy officials 


could produce was that, if the full tax on crude oil 
became effective today, that alone would cost an 
average of $75 per person per year. The figure is im- 
precise, however, not only because people have vastly 
different styles of living but also because cir- 
cumstances could change between now and i960 when 
the tax on crude oil would become fully effective. In 
addition, natural gas. coal and other fuels will become 
more expensive, and increased consumption of gas- 
oline may trigger a special gasoline tax beginning in 
1979. 


Q. When will I first begin to feel the effect in my 


pocketbook? 


A. Probably not before the first of next year. 


Even the most optimistic administration officials 
believe that it will take six months to get the program 
through Congress, and some people on Capitol Hill 
think it will take even longer. The plan does not con- 
template raising fuel prices until Jan. 1, 1979. It is 
possible that some prices will rise in anticipation of 
the program's implementation and that removal of 
gasoline price controls this fall will raise the price of 
gasoline slightly, but those increases will be negligi- 
ble compared with what will come later. 


Q. Is it certain Congress is going to approve the 


plan? 


A. Far from it In fact, much of the initial reac- 


tion from Congress has been hostile. At the least. 
Congress will surely make changes in what Carter 
proposed Wednesday night 


Q. Won't I get back in tax rebates all the ad- 


ditional money I spend for fuel? 


A. Don't bet on it. The President has promised 


that all the money raised by the new taxes will be put 
back into consumers' pockets, but not everybody will 
be returned precisely what he has spent for fuel. A 
senior administration official said Wednesday that 
some of the revenues might be used by the govern- 
ment to offset the* cost of the changes in tax and 
welfare laws that are expected to be proposed later 
this year. 


Q. How will the rebates work? 
A. The President proposed three differed forms 


of rebates, as follows: 


(1) People who heat their homes with oil will be 


able to claim a tax credit for the entire a^'im"! 
cost of their oil For instance, if their fuel bill goes up 
by ISO w 1978 because of the tax on erode oil, they can 
take a tax credit of ISO. 


(2> Everybody in the country who is listed on an 


income tax form as either the head of a household or a 
dependent will be entitled to the same additional tax 
credit, regardless of the kind of amount of fuel con- 
sumed. An energy official fiiimatfd Wednesday that 
the credit would be $15 per person oo 1918 tax returns 
and $25 per person on 1979 taxes. In other words, 
every family of four would be able to take $$0 off what 
they would otherwise pay in taxes on their 1978 in- 
come. If ihey heat wiih cil, this credit would be in ad- 
dition to the credit for their increased heating costs. 


(3) If the standby tax on gasoline goes into effect, 


the money will be returned to consumers on a 
"progressive" basis. An official said Wednesday that 
"progressive" meant that the amount of relief at the 
lower end of the tax scale would be greater in percen- 
tage terms than that at the upper end of the scale. He 
said the mechanics of this rebate had cot been settled. 


Q. What "about poor people who pay little or no 


taxes? 


A. People who pay no taxes would receive a cash 


payment from the government for the amount that 
they would be entitled to take as a tax credit People 
who are entitled to a larger credit than the amount 
they owe in taxes would get a cash payment for the 
difference. 


Q. The President called the proposed tax on gas- 


oline a "standby tax." What are the chances of its 
going into effect? 


A. First of all. it is probably the most controver- 


sial of the President's proposals and the one most 
likely to be rejected or trimmed by Congress. Even if 
Congress approves it, the first 5 cents of additional 
tax would not go into effect until January 1979, and it 
would do so then only if gasoline consumption 
nationally in 1978 had increased above a national 
target of 7.35 million barrets a day. There are 42 
gallons in a barrel. Administration officials have 
guessed that there is a 50-50 chance that consumption 
will exceed the target, but outside economists believe 
that the prospects for exceeding the target are 
somewhat greater. 


Q. Are the gasoline consumption targets set in 


such a way that less gasoline must be used each year? 


A. Not immediately. Consumption would be per- 


mitted to rise slightly between now and 1980 without 
triggering the tax. The target would then remain 
steady for a few years, and consumption would be 
expected to begin to drop after that. 


Q. But even if the tax is not imposed gasoline 


prices would still go up. 


A. That's right. The excise tax on crude oil 


proposed by the President would cause an increase of 
2 cents a gallon next year, another 2 cents in 1979 and 
another 3 cents in 1980. 


Q. If consumption continues to increase, what 


would be the highest pattihfe price of gasoline con- 
templated by the program?"' 


A. The tax would sever be more than 50 cents a 


gallon more than it is BOW. Add to that the 7 cents a 
gallon increase from the erode oil tax. That would 
meaa that gasoline flow selling for 62 cents a gallon 
wouki cost $1.19 a gallon by IStt. even if the world 
price of oil remains steady. 


Q. Am 1 goiag to have to buy a small car next 


time? 


A. It will save you money if you do and cost you if 


you don't The President proposed a tax oo cars that 
get poorer than average gasoline mileage and a 
rebate on cars that get better than the average. On 
1978 model cars, there would be a tax on those that get 
less than 18 miles a gallon and a rebate on those that 
get more thaa 19 miles a gallon. The breakeven point 
would increase year by year until IMS when it wouki 
be between 27 and 28 miles per gallon. 


Q. How stiff will the tax be and how generous will 


the rebate be? 


A. For next year's models, there would be a tax of 


$449 on cars that get less than 13 miles a gallon and a 
rebate of $473 on cars that get more. The rebate would 
drop slightly year by year, but the tax would increase 
significantly until, by 1985, there would be a tax of 
nearly $2,500 on cars getting less than 12 miles a 
gallon. 


Q. Give an example of what that would mean for 


cars now on the market. 


A. This year's Chevrolet Chevet'.e with a 98-cubic- 


inch engine gets 36 miles per gallon. If the mileage is 
not improved in next year's model, the rebate would 
be $310. This year's Plymouth Fury with eight 
cylinders and a 440-cubic-inch engine averages 11 
miles a gallon. That would mean a tax of $321. 


Q. If I want to buy a big car, can I beat the system 


by rushing out to buy a 1978 model as soon as it is 
available this fall? 


A. Probably not. An administration official said 


the tax and rebate would be made retroactive to pre- 
vent speculation if the law is not enacted before next 
year's models are in the showrooms. 


Q. Will small foreign cars be eligible for the 


rebate? 


A. That is a subject to be negotiated by the 


government If they are not eligible for th'e rebate, it 
might violate trade agreements with other countries. 


Q. Does the President want to force me to in- 


sulate my home? 


A. No. But he wants to privide incentives for you 


to do so. He has proposed a tax credit of 257o of the 
first $800 spent for insulation and other conservation 
measures and 15% of the next SI.400 spent. The 
largest possible credit would be $410. 


Q. How do I know if my home needs winterizing? 
A. The President would require utility companies 


to offer a residential service. They would inspect 
homes and inform customers of how to obtain finan- 
cing, materials and labor. If the customer requests it, 
the utility companies would do the work and allow the 
charge to be repaid gradually on monthly utility bills.

Washington (AP) — President Mobutu Sese 


Seko of Zaire, a fancier of the finest French 
wines, has decided his troops' C-rations would 
go better with Coke. 


"You can't expect a soldier to fight on a 


Coke-less stomach," said one State Depart- 
ment official. 


A second, acknowledging that $60,000 worth 


of Coca-Cola probably will be on its way to the 
war-stricken African country, commented: 
"They have to drink something and the water 
isn't too good.'.' 


But both officials stressed that it's a com- 


mercial deal, between Zaire and an American 
supplier, and is not financed by the U.S. 
government in any way. 


"They put a query in, through the U.S. Em- 


bassy in Kinshasha, but it's a straight commer- 
cial deal," one of the diplomats said. 


Initially, Zaire asked that the cost of the 


Coca-Cola be borne by the American taxpayer, 
through the military assistance program. But 
Hodding Carter, the State Department 
spokesman, said the request was not met and 
"no .U.S. funds have been spent" on the 
"health-giving and altogether nonlethal" 
beverage. 


So far. the Carter administration has ap- 


prove the shipment of about $!5 million in 
military equipment, fuel and communications 
gear to Zaire, to help resist an invasion of 
Katangan exiles from Angola. 


Included are C-rations for Zaire's army. 
The principal item is a $9 million CISO'cargo 


plane that probably will be ready to fly to Zaire 
next month — with the crates of Coca-Cola 
aboard. 


"They'll just load it up," an official said. 


"It's their airplane."

The working space is 
located from 160 to 400 feet below the 
surface and the availability of space in- 
creases as more limestone is mined for 
construction work. 


Some 2,000 people now work in the 


caves at a variety of jobs and for a 
number of companies. Studies show they 
have had little trouble with adjusting to 
working underground. The constant 
temperature and humidity requires less 
energy-consuming alteration. According 


to the studies, there is also less danger of 
fire and maintenjnp» gad ittsurattce 
costs are «"t"*a"*ia"y lover than time 
costs on the surface. Energy consump- 
tion is considerably lower. 


Will the Kansas City experience aad 


other contemporary operations serve as 
examples for future industrial and 
business development on a wide scale? 
Or for home living? Basement homes 
have been around for a long time, but 
what about underground apartment com- 
plexes? 


There are among us those like Ed 


Norton, the sewerworker friend of Ralph 
the busdriver, who found joy in spending 
Ms days in the bowels of the earth. There 
are others wbose banker mentality 
would permit easy adjustment to cave 
working and dwelling. 


If society looks below the surface of 


the earth to conserve energy ; if the Kan- 
sas City caves are the wave of an uncer- 
tain energy future, such people have lit- 
tle to fear. 


But for those of us who need frequent 


glances at an ever-changing sky and 
welcome the massage of a warm breeze 
as readily as a junkie anticipates his fix, 
such stories conjure up little but dread 
images, and a reluctance to embark on 
whatever great changes await us all. 


Baggage check 
sweetener offered 


The Lincoln Airport Authority has 


taken another step in trying to convince 
air carriers serving Lincoln to invest in 
X-ray baggage check machines. 


The inconvenient piece-by-piece 


check of carry-on luggage by airline per- 
sonnel has irritated many" passengers 
boarding in Lincoln and has become 
somewhat of ah issue. 


The air carriers say that expen- 


ditures for the X-ray machines, which 
would simplify and speed up the boar- 
ding procedure, are not justified by the 
volume of traffic at theXincoln airport. 


Tuesday the airport authority 


offered $5,000 each to Frontier and 
United Airlines to be applied toward 
purchase of the baggage check 
machines, which are estimated to cost 
around $25,000 apiece. 


The authority hopes that the offer 


will tip the balance in favor of airlines ~ 
decisions to put in the electronic security 
equipment, but the carriers thus far have 


not committed themselves. 


A proposal to enter into some kind of 


arrangement, if permitted under federal 
regulations, whereby the authority 
would purchase the machines and the 
carriers would lease them, might also be 
offered for authority consideration. 


It may be, however, that the carriers 


will still insist that Lincoln traffic does 
not warrant healthy capital expenditures 
or lease payments for such machinery. 


In that regard, and with relation to 


the need to find a new airport restaurant 
and lounge concessionnaire, heavier 
traffic volumes seem to be the only 
answer. 


Lincoln boardings could be expanded 


considerably if Frontier decides to 
expedite new flights it can make with its 
new authority, to fly into Chicago's 
O'Hare Field. Lincoln should be more at- 
tractive as a "feeder" airport with this 
new route authority.

The Carter energy program is the 


first My thought-out prescription for 
one of the nation's crucial difficulties.

and other industrial nations. These 
seemed heightened by the President's 
attempt to ban spread of weapons- 
grade plutonium, thus hindering cer- 
tain reactor projects. 


All aspects of energy — petroleum, 


natural gas, solar power, coal, hydro- 
electric power and nuclear — are in- 
deed linked and some industrial lands 
notably Japan and France — are 
woefully short on fossilized fuel.

And it is right 
that the largest industrial power and 
greatest energy consumer should lead 
the way in showing what can be done to 
conserve what exists, rationally share 
out what is coming, and pioneer in the 
development ot new sources like the 
sea and air around us and the sun 
above.

Sacrificial lamb on the altar of virtue 


• Washington—Tp change the rules of 
the game and then to try a man for 
having allegedly violated the present 
rules goes contrary to every concept of 
equal justice under law. That is what is 
happening in the indictment and 
prosecution of John J. Kearney for 
opening letters and wiretapping in the 
course of surveillance of fugitive 
members of toe terrorist Weather 
Underground. 


But Kearney was acting under orders 


according to rules of the game as it was 
then played. It was just as wrong as it 
could be under the Constitution of a 
free America. 
. Yet Kearney and a number of other 
middle-level officials were obeying 
orders from higher officialdom in the 
FBI. While it can be argued that be 
might have resigned in protest, he was, 
after all, a veteran of a service to 
which he was dedicated. And there is 
no reason to believe that he had any in- 
clination to pdt his own judgment over 
that of his superiors. 


In the great stampede for virtue, the 


FBI is not the only agency to offer up 
violators of past orders now 
superseded. It is the kind of self- 
righteousness that may make headlines 
while at the same time undermining 
the morale of an agency that has been 
through a series of upheavals with no 
firm hand on the tiller. 


The Central Intelligence Agency, too, 


has taken a holier-than-thou attitude 
over the proposed prosecution of at 
least one former high-level official. 
The charge was perjury growing out of 
the American rote in the overthrow of 
the Allende government in Chile. 


The charge was absurd on its face, 


since every CIA officer takes an oath to 
defend the interests of his country and 
the agency even though this may mean 
a whole succession of falsehoods. The 
individual in this instance made it plain 
that if be were prosecuted, be would 
name every top American involved in 
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the Chilean affair and what be himself 
had been told to say or not to say when 
interrogated. 


Adm. Stansfield Turner, just taking 


over as bead of the CIA, must now 
decide bow to prevent the wild adven- 
tures of the past white insuring that the 
agency can carry out functions essen- 
tial to the need of a superpower. No one 
would contend that the CIA must 
operate in a goldfish bowl Bat toe 
public will never again be satisfied 
with the total secrecy that prevailed 
before Watergate blew off the lid. 


Tte oversight committee on The Hill, 


chaired by Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, D.- 
Hawaii, is completing the first detailed 
budget the CIA has ever had. The 
bearings have been secret and no deci- 
sion has been readied on how much of 
it will be made public. 


About one pair of eyes — and there 


haven't been many — Turner seems to 
have an indifferent attitude. The 
President's Foreign'Intelligence Ad- 
visory Board, made up of distinguished 
citizens, sortie of them noted scientists, 
has been out of existence since January 
20, when the IS men and one woman 
submitted their resignations. 


No CIA director has been happy to 


have the board looking over his 
shoulder and Turners attitude about its 
future is cavalier, if not unconcerned. 
The board was constituted by President 
Eisenhower not to ferret out and punish 
illegalities, but to give the White House 
a broad view of the effectiveness of the 
intelligence operation. 


As well as an overall survey, it has 


made many creative and innovative 
suggestions. One member, Edwin H. 
Land, had a lot to do with pushing and 
developing the reconnaissance 
satellites. The Church committee, in 
its final report, had this to say: 


"The President needs an independent 


body to assess the quality and effec- 
tiveness of our foreign intelligence ef- 
fort. In the words of its executive 
secretary, the board has' 'looked at in- 
telligence through the eyes of the 
President' ... The board has been 
useful, in part, because its advice and 
recommendations have been for the 
President. As such the executive 
nature of this relationship should be 
maintained." 


The kind of house-cleaning essential 


for the FBI was not carried out by 
Edward H. Levi, despite the high hopes 
that greeted his appointment as at- 
torney general. Nor has Clarence M. 
Kelley been a forceful director of the

The Nixon appeal to the Supreme Court is from a 


Wade H. McCree. the solicitor general arguing 


for the government, told the court: "I believe these 
are public papers belonging to the government... 
there was apprehension they would be destroyed." 
It was McCree's first appearance before the court 
as solicitor general since be was confirmed by the 
Senate on March i. 


"The act does not invade the President's privacy 


or any executive privilege" said McCree, a former 
appeals court judge and now the highest ranking 
black in the Justice Department. 


The justices questioned the attorneys closely on 


whether they thought Congress bad the power to 
direct the take-over of a justice's papers ooce he 
leaves the beach. 


"Yes. Congress could pass such a law," McCree 


said. 


Nathan Levin, Miller's associate, said that to in- 


vade Nixon's conversations with his aides »coW be 
akin to searching a Supreme Court justice's records 
of his eonversalioas nth his lav deft. 


The lav, called the Presidential Recordings and 


Materials Preservation Act, directs that govern- 
ment archivists deckle which materials should be 
made public and which are private.

Car license plate motto 
display not mandatory 


Washington (AP) - The Supreme Court 


ruled Wednesday that you are not required to 
display ideological messages such as "Lave 
Free or Die" that states put on'auto license 
plates. 


Using one family's objection to that motto on 


New Hampshire license plates, the Supreme 
Court said an individual can refuse to display 
the messages on auto plates or other personal 
property. 


"We are faced with the question of whether a 


state may constitutionally require an in- 
dividual to participate in the dissemination of 
an ideological message," the 7-2 majority of 
the court said. "We hold that the state may not 
do so." 
" ' 


The decision opens the door for citizens to 


challenge slogans of other states such as North 
Carolina, which displays -'First in Freedom" 
on its license plates. Whether it would apply to 
Illinois, which stamps "Land of Lincoln" on its 
plates, or other states with seemingly in- 
nocuous mottoes on license plates is not clear. 


The court's opinion, written by Chief Justice 


Warren E. Burger, said New Hampshire 
residents George and Marine Maynard should 
not have been forced to advertise a slogan they 
found mordlly, ethically and religiously repug- 
nant because their beliefs are protected by the 
First Amendment 


The court's decision does not mean New 


Hampshire is barred from putting its motto on 
auto tags, only that citizens cannot be 
prosecuted for refusing to display that portion 
of the plate. 


Maynard was charged with a misdemeanor 


for placing tape over the motto, and later spent 


15 days in jail when refusing to pay $75 in fines. 


"New Hampshire's statute in effect requires 


that (the Maynards) use their private property 
as a mobile billboard for the state's ideological 
message or suffer a penalty" Burger said. 


"As a condition for driving an automobile, a 


virtual necessity for most Americans, the 
Maynards must display 'Live Free or Die' to 
hundreds of people each day." be said, adding 
that such a requirement cannot pass con- 
stitutional muster. 


The requirement invades rights of in- 


dividuals to disagree with official beliefs, the 
court said. 


In defending the state law, New Hampshire 


officials had argued that if the court struck 
down the state law the national motto. "In God 
We Trust," could be obliterated from coins and 
paper currency. 


"That question is not before us today but we 


note that currency which is passed from hand 
to hand differs in significant respects from an 
automobile which is readily associated with its 
operator," Burger said. 


"Currency is generally carried in a purse or 


pocket and" need not be displayed to the 
public," he said. 


Justice William H. Rehnquist filed a dissent 


for himself and Justice Harry A. Blackmun. 


They said the state law had not forced the 


Maynards, practicing Jehovah's Witnesses, to 
"say" anything. 


"The state has simply required that all non- 


commercial vehicles bear license tags with the 
state motto." Rehnquist said. 


Economy strong enough to 
ignore effects of winter 


Washington (AP) — Most of the recent in- 


dicators show the nation's economy is moving 
ahead with enough strength to virtually ignore 
the crippling effects brought on by the severest 
winter in decades. 


The latest figures' to signal a vigorous 


recovery that some economists said has been 
gathering momentum since November came 
Wednesday when the government released the 
first quarter estimate of the Gross National 
Product. 


Those figures showed the GNP — the total 


value of the nation's goods and services — was 
up to an annual rate of 5.2 per cent, "a stronger 
performance than generally was anticipated a 
month ago." said Courtenay M. Slater, chief 
economist for the Department of Commerce. 


Earlier this month, indicators for consumer 


credit, wages and prices, personal income and 
housing starts all showed gains. In addition, 
the unemployment rate dropped in March to 
7.3 per cent from February's 7.5 per cent.' 


Those earlier figures had been cited by the 


administration in support of President Carter's 
decision not to press forward with his proposed 
550 income tax rebate, a measure originally 
drafted to stimulate what appeared to be a 
lagging economy. 


Carter withdrew his support for the rebate 


last week, saying the economy bad recovered 
sufficiently and that the $10 billion infusion of 
money was no longer needed to stimulate con- 
sumer buying. 


Mrs. Slater said strong consumer and 


business buying of automobiles in the first 
quarter triggered a large portion of the GNP 
increase. Large gains also were registered 
toward the end of the quarter — when the bad 
weather no longer was a factor — for sales 
and production in general. 


Consumer spending on motor vehicles was 


up at an annual rate of 70 percent in the first 
quarter and business purchases increased at a 
rate of 150 per cent 


The figures, however, also snowed that 


prices rose 6.6 per cent compared to an annual 
rate of 5.7 per cent in the previous quarter and 
that inflation remained for the fourth straight 


month at the 5.8 per cent rate. 


But for the extreme winter weather in 


January and early February;'the GNP might 
have risen more than the preliminary figures 
released by the Commerce Department's 
Bureau of Economic Analysis showed. 


The weather "reduced real output and final 


sales and boosted prices in the first quarter. 
The extremely cold weather probably reduced 
the increase in real output by one to one and 
one-half per cent af an annual rate..." while 
it probably added, another one half per cent to 
the gain in prices, the bureau said. 


The latest GNP figures brought mixed 


opinions from economists outside the govern- 
ment as to what the estimates portend for the 
coming months. 


Michael K, Evans, president of Chase 


Econometrics, a subsidiary corporation of 
Chase Manhattan Bank, predicted a strong 
economy for at least the next two quarters but 
said inflation could rise as high as eight per . 
cent by the end of the year. He estimated the 
increased inflation would slow down the real 
growth of the GNP to between four and four 
and a half per cent over the full year. 


"That's the main negative factor I see... it 


looks like we're getting ready to enter another 
inflationary spiral," be said. 


However, Lief Olsen, senior vice president 


and economist for Citibank Corp. in New York, 
predicted a strong economy and less inflation. 


"We're looking for a good year with real 


GNP up between five and six per cent... in- 
flation on a month-to-month basis is going to 
slow down overall," be said. 


Dr. William Freund, vice president and chief 


economist of the New York Stock Exchange, 
said the momentum behind the recovery is sub- 
stantial "and the upswing will continue as far 
as the eye can see, which is probably 1978." 


He said the one concern be bad was that 


capital investment seems to be lagging and 
that "if it doesn't rise more vigorously, we 
may experience bottlenecks in selected in- 
dustries in 1S78, We need capital investment to 
provide jobs and a rising living standard," be 
said.

Colgrove was driving was stopped vithoot 
reason to believe a crime was committed, the 
subsequent search was illegal and the items it 
produced should not have ben admitted as 
evidence during Colgrove's thai 


Colgrove was arrested in Minaiare OB 


August 28. 1975. Two law enforcement officers 
had arrest warrants for two women known as 
"ibe Arapaboe sisters" and stopped Colgrove's 
car thinking the women were inside. 


When the car was stopped, however, the of- 


ficers realized that the three people in the car 
were men. When their identifications were 


checked, the car's driver did not have his 
driver's Ikcase with him. 


One officer testified he fmeUed marijuaia 


o» the driver's breath, so he searched the 
three. Owing the search a smalt quantity of 
marijuana aad a fwt were found oa Colgrow. 


The court ruled that since the officers' only 


reason to stop the car was to look for the 
Arapahoe sisters, and since the women dearly 
were not in the car. the officers had no right to 
proceed further. 


They had no reason to believe the three 


men in the car were breaking the law. the 
majority decision said, so the search violated 
the Fourth Amendment of the U.S. Coastitu- 


"Tbe fact that the search itself discloses 


contraband does not justify the unlawful 
search." Judge Lawrence Clinton said. 


Chief Justice Paul White and Justices 


Ham- Spencer and Leslie Boslaugh disagreed 
with the majority opinion, saying the officer 
had the right to ask for identification after the 
car was stopped. 


Since the driver did not have his 


with him a*d he smelted of marijuan. the 
search was justified. Spe*eer said. 


'The procedure he (the officer) followed 


was in strict accord with' good police work." 
Spencer said. The car was not stopped on a 
pretext as an excuse to search for marijuana, 
he added. 


In other decisions, the court upheld the 


conviction of Larry Martinez for assault and 
robbery in Lincoln. Martinez, an American In- 
diaa, challenged his conviction because there 
were no Indians on the jury. He contended that 
no Indian had served a: jury duty in Lancaster 
County for 18 years; the jury rommissinnff 
testified he was unsure if that was true.

show clearly any evidence of discrimination. It 
also held that evidence that .Martinez.coo- 
tended should not have been introduced, was 
properly obtained and admissible.

property lax exemptions opened in the 
Unkameral Wednesday with supporters 
of total exemption in command. 


Senators turned domafoar attempts to 


change the tax exemption proposal 
spearheaded by Sea. Loran Schmit of 
BeUwood. 


The bill. LB51&. would extend the 


current 624% tax exemption for farm 
and business inventories and 
agricultural equipment to 100% over the 
next three years. 


Gov. J. James f*rm has agreed not to 


veto the measure only if the Legislature 
also places a spending lid on local 
governmental units. 


The current personal property tax 


exemption law was enacted in 1972 over 
Exon's veto. 


Sen. George "Bill" Burrows of Adams, 


a farmer, led a futile assault on the new 
proposal Wednesday. 


It would, he Said, "sell out agriculture 


four or five years down the road: by shif- 
ting taxes to sales, income and real es- 
tate. 


"The fanner will be a loser if we pass 


this bill," Burrows, insisted. 


The proposal would completely phase 


out personal property taxes on farm 
equipment in 1978, on business inven- 
tories in 1979 and oo livestock in 19K). 


Current replacement costs for local 


government would rise from 63 million 
this year to KtS million in fiscal 1973-79. 
to $SL2 million in 197940, and to a final 
peak of $50 million in 138W1. 


Replacement funds are sent to local 


governmeni.from state sales and income 
tax revenue. 


Burrows said LB518 would not only 


transfer $1? million in ^^ittnnal costs to 
sales-income revenue, but result in an 
eventual shift of $40 million to 150 million 
from personal property taxes to real es- 
tate taxes. 


His effort to limit individual tax 


exemptions to $50.000 in value and 503: of 
the next 50.000 in value fell on a 9-27 thud. 


Schmit said the hill is needed to finally 


phgsf Q*J» wha? hy; hf^n ftp tmfajr flivj in- 
equitable tax system. 


It resulted, in part, from recent 


"dramatic" increases in valuation of 
livestock and farm equipment, he said. 


Schmit said there is no basis for 


suggesting that the bill would move the 
lax load to real estate.

Burrows said the proposal is "a vested 


interest bill worked out by a group of lob- 
byists" for farm and business interests 


aad would favor larfe I 
feedlots without providing "real relief' 
for small business or family farmers. 


"A few beads of farm 


sold out the farmers .. Jor a piece of 
candy now," he declared. 


Three efforts to change the rotation 


under which segments of personal 
property receive total exemption were 
rejected. 


They were generally designed to more 


total exemption of livestock to an earlier 
date. 


Schmit said farm and business

Bishop method simplifies sewing 


Most Lincoln area women are still 


sewing the bard way — pinning, 
basting, using pattern guides, doing a 
lot of needless band work. 


But at least 800 women a year are 


tossing out their pins and learning a 
new, easier way to sew, according to 
Sbaron Waldo, bead of the home 
economics department at Southeast 
Community College. 


The method, the Bishop method of 


clothing construction, is new to the 
Midwest, she added. "It allows a 
seamstress to get a "professional look 
the easiest possible way." 


The Bishop method was developed by 


Edna Byrte Bishop, for 25 years a 


fashion director for the Amos Parrish 
Fashion Clinic in New York City. She 
studied the methods that "make 
professional tailoring so unique," Mrs. 
Waldo explained, and she published a 
book on the topic in 1959. 
. 


In 1960, SCC instructor Leona 


Beckman attended classes in 
Washington. D.C., .conducted by the 
Bishop Clothing Construction Council. 
After eight years of studying the 
Bishop technique She was certified to 
teach others in the Lincoln area. 


Last year, Pat Swenson, a member of 


the council, conducted a workshop for 
SCC instructors, four of whom recently 
received their certification! 


"I had my doubts at first," Mrs. 


Waldo said. "But I evaluated the 
courses and listened to student reac- 
tions, and I am convinced it's the best 
method." 
« 


Student acceptance has been "very, 


very high," she added. "We've been 
teaching about 20-classes a quarter, 
and probably reach about 800 women a 
year with the-courses." 


Basically, the Bishop method 


stresses grain perfection of the 
material used, accuracy in cutting and 
marking, fitting techniques, perfection 
in stitching and proper pressing 
techniques. It aids the seamstress by 
allowing a minimum use of time, 
maximum use of the sewing machine 


and elimination of the use of pins and 
hand basting. 


Bishop seamstresses are able to put 


in a smooth-looking sleeve without pins 
and basting-. They also learn the unit 
method of construction, completing 
each part of a garment before 
assembling it 


This does away with patterns and 


allows the seamstress to create her 
own patterns, the instructors say. All 
SCC sewing classes rely on this method 
now, Mrs. Waldo added.

Editor's M*t: This is the 


second cf three stories on 
the proposed 57 million 
Civic Center. Its fate will be 
decided at the polls on May 
3. Today's story centers on 
toe part of the project that 
will create office space by 
renovating two old 
buildings.

While the fiddles saw away 


in the performing arts center, 
bureaucrats woald be tolling in 
renovated office space around 
them. 


That's what the starry eyes 


of supporters of the proposed 
Civic Center are picturing as 
voters prepare to go to the 
polls to vote on the proposed 
bond issue. 


People in city government 


appear to be as solidly in sup- 
port of the renovation of office 
space as people in the arts are 
in support of creation of the 
performing arts center. 


Both are part of the $7 


million question which is 
before the voters. Of the total, 
about $3 million is devoted to 
renovation of the old federal 
building and old city hall on the 
block bounded by 9th, 10th, 0 
and P Sts. 
^The performing arts-center 
would fill the open space 
between the buildings, connec- 
ting them. 


Does city government need 


the office space? 


"Absolutely." says Mayor 


Helen Boosalis. 
. Already" city offices fill 
about half the space in the old 
federal building' That is all 
that is allowed under fire code 
regulations. 


Reid Charles, the mayor's 


administrative assistant, who 
has devoted considerable time 
to studying the situation, says 
the renovation could accom- 


modate all dry govenmeat's 
future space leads for the aext 
2* years. 


Not included ia Charles' 


are plant for a 


new jail, expanded police 
department or new location for 
theCiryCouaty Health Depart- 
ment. The space in the 
proposed Civic Center could 
not easily be adapted for those 
purposes, he said. 


Charles thinks the proposed 


Civic- Center is such a good 
deal that it's worth it even if. 
some of the space sits empty 
for a few years. 


Sometimes, in fact, he 


sounds like he is reading a 
brochure put out by promoters 
of the center. But he insists 
that is because in some cases 
they are using information 
which he researched. 


According to Charles, the 


cost of the new construction 
and renovation would be $25.37 
per square foot This compares 
with a cost of more than $50 
per square foot for construc- 
tion of a new building at 
today's prices. 


The project also compares 


favorably with the alternative 
of renting space, Charles said. 


The cost of construction and 


renovation would be $|.27 per 
square foot for the K-year 
financing period. Downtown 
rental space currently is 
ranging from $5 to $8 per 
square foot, he said. 


Maintenance cost incuding 


utilities is estimated at $1.90 
per square foot 


Under the current, proposal, 


which has not been given final 
approval by city government 
or the University of Nebraska 
regents, the city would be 
responsible 
for 
all 


maintenance of both the office 
space and the performing arts 
center.

Bob Sikyta Wednesday called for mare action 
oo transportatioa issues. 


His comments came at a press coafereve 


which he called, the first Sikyta has held slice 
he was elected to the council six years ago. 
Suck press conferences are seldom called by 
council members. 


Specifically Sikyta said that he will in- 


troduce legislation calling for approval of 
another leg of the so-called Northeast Radial, 
from 27th to 48th. 


He also said he will introduce legislation to 


create a separate transportation department in 
City Hall and work to spur planning of an East 
Lincoln bypass. 


Sikyta said the council and Mayor Helen 


Boosalis seem to be unable any 'longer to 
cooperate to settle an issue. 


"We're a personality-voting council, not an 


issue-voting council," Sikyta said. 


Under questioning by news media Sikyta 


identified the people be thinks are concen- 
trating on personalities as Mrs. Boosalis and 
council members Sue Bailey and Bob 
Jeambey. 


Sikyta admitted, however, that "I don't 


help it when I lose my temper. People can 
point a finger at me." But matters have 
progressed to the point council members find it 
hard to sit down to discuss issues without "bad 


words" betag exchanged, he *tt4 


At this point. Sikyta said, ke is "wiUwc to 


do anytfcng to get the comcil back on the right 
track." 


Of the three transportation it^m HMM 


pushed by Sikyta. the first tin haw had his 
support for some time, this is the first time, 
however, he has come out firmly in support cf 
an East bypass highway. 


Construction of an east bypass has been 


urged recently by residents akiaf Mtc St who 
are complaining about tracks and heavy traffic 
on the street 


One proposal to build such a bypass was 


rejected several years ago because experts 
said the amount of traffic it would cany can- 
not justify its huge cost 


Sikyta said he is going to wait until after 


the May 3 election to introduce the legislation 
to add another leg to the proposed Northeast 
Radial and to create a separate transportation 
department 


He claimed that be does not intend bis 


proposal to become a campaign issue. 


A version of the proposed radial, which 


formerly would have been a super highway 
from downtown to Havelock, is included in the 
Comprehensive Plan. 


However, it ends at 27th. The city owns 


much land east of that point which was 
acquired before plans for the superhighway 
were abandoned. The radial now being planned 
is four-lane, but it would appear more like 
Capital Parkway than the Interstate.

City employe wins challenge 
to ban on political candidacy 


Sanders McCandless fought city hall 


.and won. 


The 23-year-old who divides his time 


between classes at the University of Nebraska, 
a full-time job as a city water meter reader 
and a part-time guard job. challenged a city or- 
dinance which would have declared him in- 
eligible to run for a City Council seat in the re- 
cent primary election. 


Lancaster County District Judge William 


Blue declared Wednesday that the city provi- 
sion was unconstitutional and ordered that the 
city pay $450 in lost wages and restore vacation 
and sick leave benefits for McCandless. On 
March 31 he had ordered the young worker be 
reinstated pending bis final decision. 


McCandless filed for a City Council vacan- 


cy on March 15 and lost his job two days later. 
Through attorney Alan Plessman he sought to 


change the city charter ruling by filing suit in 
District Court on March 25. 


Plessman and McCandless presented their 


case, opposed by City Personnel Director Walt 
Mitchell and Assistant City Attorney Dana 
Roper. Blue decided that the city did not show 
a "compelling need to protect a substantial in- 
terest" to justify the provision, and ordered 
McCandless put back on the job April 1. 


Blue's ruling Wednesday used much the 


same rationale. He said the charter provision 
violates the First and 14th Amendments to the 
U.S. Constitution, and repeated his stand that 
the city failed to show a "compelling 
governmental interest" 


"I have to feel good about it," McCandless 


said of the decision Wednesday. -I set out to 
change something that was wrong, and got it 
changed."

A replica of Charles A. Lindbergh's "Spirit of St. 


Louis" was placed oh display Wednesday under St. 
Louis' Gateway Arch. The craft's owner. Gene R. Chase 
of the Experimental Aircraft Association, flew the plane 
from Milwaukee for the 50th anniversary celebration 
marking Lindbergh's solo flight across the Atlantic 
Ocean.

Dave Pierson. Wednesday began a second 
attempt ia win approval for the proposal, which 
was turned down by the City Council in 
February. 


Once again the process began at the City- 


County Planning Commission, which is eipected 
to recommend approval, as it did the first time 
around. Action will come next week. 


This time a proposed apartment building to 


be constructed on the grounds has been lowered 
in height from six stories to five and garages 
have been eliminated in favor of underground 
parking. 


Single family homes and duplexes which had 


been dropped from the original plans are once 
again in this proposal. 


A series of neighborhood speaiers listed 


complaints against the proposed center near 
44th and F. Sis., including the traffic the center 
would cause, the fact that similar faculties 
operated by Tabitha are also in the area, an "un- 
sightly" drainage ditch in the proposal and the 
apartment building itself. 


One spokesman said that the apartment 


building would be too tall if it were only four 
stories, which is the height recommended by 
Planning Director Doug Brogden. Developers 
say the project is not economically feasible if 
limited to that height. 


Pierson. however, told the commission that 


he and the developer tried to work out 
differences with the residents, but that it is ap- 
parent neighbors will object to any proposal in- 
volving housing for the elderly. 


Pierson argued that traffic from facilities of 


this type is not very heavy. Traffic counts at 
similar facilties in Lincoln support this, he con- 
tended. 


Pierson said the developer's unofficial traf- 


fic counts were made at Eastmom Towers, 
Tabitha. Clark Jeary and Gateway Manor. 


At Eastmont the figures showed 410 vehicles 


either entering or leaving the facilities, at 
Tabitha S3. at Clark Jeary S3 and at Gateway 
Manor 85. The figures are for hours frac 7 a_m. 
until 5:30 p.m. 


Another proposal which garnered con- 


siderable neighborhood opposition was to change 
the zoning bo the southeast corner of 42th and 
Hillside from A-2 single family to G local 
business.

Mayor nixes Uni Place liquor

It takes five votes to overturn a mayoral 


veto. The final decision on whether a liquor 
license should be issued, however, is up to the 
State Liquor Control Commission:

youngsters only 13 and over. 


Discussing tbe s&dy at a oews conference, 


Daniel Yankelovich said it "finds them 
(families) in a pretty good mood... but there 
are signs of strain. People say they're coping; 
they seem to be coping; but the strain is 
there." 


He said the strain develops from the conflict 


between the traditional belief that parents 
should sacrifice for their children and "the 
new preoccupation with, self-fulfillment This 
conflict seems to be reshaping the nature of the 
American family." 


Yankelovich said a new type of "implied con- 


tract" is developing between parents and 


cbildrcft. Tie paresti sacrifice fett for *Bd 
expect tes* from their children. Soty-seven 
per cent believe that chfldrea do «ot have an 
obligation to their parents regardlent of •hat 
the parents *!»"*• done for them. 


Yankelovich said the parents surveyed 


believe that adyta should have a life af their 
own-even if it meant spending le» time with 
the children. Almost two-thirds disagree with 
the idea thai parents should stay together for 
the sake of the children ewn if they are not 
happy. Children aged 6 to 12 who were inter- 
viewed for the survey disagreed. Only 40 per 
cent said parents should separate if they are 
not happv. 


Yankelovich said the pollsters found two 


types of families: "new breed" and 
"traditionalist" The new breed, representing 
43 per ceat of those surveyed, are less child- 
oriented and more interested in self- 
fulfillment: they reject the importance of 
marriage as an institution and place little 
stress on saving money, hard work for its own 
sake and other traditional values. 


The 57 per cent identified as traditionalists 


tend to be stricter disciplinarians and more 
demanding of their children; they are ready to 
sacrifice for the youngsters, although less'so 
than in the past 


Yankelovich said, however, that both groups 


want to pass traditional values on to their 
children. Many of the parents said they wanted 
to teach their children certain standards they 
themselves had 
rejected.

Inmate loses lawsuit against warden 


An inmate of the Nebraska Penal 


Complex has lost his 5150,000 lawsuit 
against Warden Robert F. Parratt for 
being placed in solitary confinement for 
eight months without due process. 


U.S. District Judge Warren K. Urbom 


ruled in favor of Parratt Wednesday, 
saying the inmate, David Coleman. 
failed to prove the warden was guilty of 
anything worse than negligence. 
. "Public officials have a qualified im- 
munity from liability for damages," Ur- 
bom ruled, and the evidence in the case 
was not sufficient to take that immunity 


from Parratt. 


Coleman, a convicted robber, was 


placed in solitary confinement in 
September 1973 after a disturbance in 
the penitentiary gym. Prison officials 
alleged Coleman had a knife at the time. 


At the trial, prison officials could not 


produce any records showing Coleman 
had a hearing on his alleged violation of 
prison rules. Such a hearing is required 
by prison guidelines to insure due 
process for inmates being disciplined. 


Acknowledging that Coleman ap- 


parently was denied due process, [irbom

noted that the inmate had not produced 
any evidence showing Parratt had any 
personal animosity toward him. 


Parratt did nothing to prevent 


Coleman from having a hearing and did 
not knowingly ignore the situation 
because such discipline was handled by a 
subordinate, Urbom said.

When Parratt learned of Coleman's 


situation from an aide the following 
June, he ordered Coleman released from 
solitary confinement. Urbom added. 


Motions against other prison officials 


were dismissed in the ruling.

Dr. Donald Morgan of the 


University of Iowa's Institute 
of Agricultural Medicine said 
be agreed with state, city and 
company officials that the ob- 
noxious smell blamed for 
making some of the Platte 
Chemical Co. neighbors ill is a 
nuisance.

the company's pesticide 
manufacturing plant and 
warehouses are no greater 
than in any other industrial 
operation.

desirable odor. 


Morgan said the odor comes 


from propyl mercapians, a. 
raw material in one of the4 
company's products, and a 
substance in skunk oil. It is 
applied to odorless propane 
and natural gases to make 


them detectable, he said. 


Me said ilocap. an insec- 


ticide used by the firm, is less 
toxic than many pesticides 
handled regularly by farmers, 
and that dust from Mocap- 
impregnated granules 
"represents the only serious 
toxic hazard in the plait 
operation." 


He said Platte Chemical 


plans to install a high-capacity 
scrubbing operation to reduce 
concentrations of the smelly 
chemical. 


Morgan said the substance is 


normally washed away by the 
plant's filtration system, but 
two major malfunctions, one 
March 8 and the other last 
Spring, sent the odor out of the 
plant 


The Department of En- 


vironmental Control (DEC), 
which is reviewing the plant's 
operations, is aware of 
Morgan's findings. DEC 
spokesman Dick Varner said 
He said federal Environmental 
Protection Agency- represen- 
tatives plan to check the 
plant's emissions.

Whooping swan? goose? pelican? 


Some people are so anxious to see a rare and endangered 


whooping crane, they sometimes send the experts on a wild 
goose chase. Literally. 


The whoopers. a large white bird with black wing tips, are 


migrating through Nebraska and the Dakotas enroute north to 
nesting grounds in Canada. Along the way people try to keep 
track, watching the cranes safely to their destinations. 


But some folks get a little mixed up. Snow geese, white 


pelicans, swans, wood storks and even the gray-bodied sandhill 
crane are mistaken for whoopers. It could be a simple mistake 
but more often it's a case of just plain not knowing what to look'. 
for in whooper country. 


The Nation! Audubn Society aid the U.S. Fish ami 


Wildlife Service are tryiig to make it easier. The Society has 
recently puiliihtd a pamphlet, "Is it a whoeping cine?" It 
gives you key things to tort ftr in determiiiag If it is irteed a 
whooper yoi have VMT bhwodars pawed oa drag migratm 
season.

Tips include the fact that a ''whooping crane stands more 


than four feet tall, in flight its black wingtips are visible andaty 
long dark legs extend beyond the tail. It has a wingspan of 7Vt 
feet Immature whooping cranes are rusty red and white but 
have the distinctive black wingtips." 


Other tips note the sandhill crane lacks the black wingtips. 


The black markings on a white pelicans wings extend nearly to 
the bird's body. Not so with the whoopers. And the pelican has 
snort yellow legs that do not extend beyond its tail in ffight 
f. The snow goose is a much smaller bird than the whoopers 
and swans, like the geese, are also distinctive in flight in that 
their legs do not extend beyond the bird's tail. - 
- 
The wood stork has black wing markings all the way to its 


body, plus a dark bead and neck with a long, slightly curved bill. 
The whopper bill is straight and not as long: . 


When you've made a sighting of a whooping crane, contact 


the Audubon Society, the Fish and Wildlife Service or the 
Nebraska Game and Parks Commission immediately so the 
sighting can be verified.

"Just look how the 
schools around colleges with the big facilties score in the state 
track meets compared with the schools from our area. 


"Excepting summer, there are no swimming and diving 


facilities for this part of the state, and there are no large gym- 
nasiums for area-wide tournaments in basketball and 
vclleylal!." said Joy. 


"Look what the Fuhrer Fieldhouse has done for Doane and 


just look at the improvement in Nebraska Wesleyan's track 
team since opening their new fieldhouse," said Joy. "Woody 
Creeno didn't just become a good track coach, he's been a great 
one for many years. But the new facility gives his trackmen an 
indoor place to work in the winter and the cold wet days during 
the spring, plus will help them compete with Doane during the 
indoor season."

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Carter details energy plan 


Washington (AP) - President Carter asked a 


hushed Congress Wednesday night to enact a national 
energy policy that raises prices and taxes for energy 
and automobiles to encourage conservation of 
dwindling resources. 


"With the exception of preventing war, this is the 


greatest challenge our country will face during our 
lifetimes," Carter told a joint session of the Senate 
and House in a nationally broadcast address. 


Carter told the legislators, already divided by 


allegiance to different regions and interests, that he 
has learned why a comprehensive energy policy has 
not already been developed. 


"It is a thankless job," Carter said, "but it is our 


job, and I believe we have a fair, well-balanced and 
effective plan to present to you." 


He urged enactment of legislation that would tax 


gas-guzzling autos anywhere from $449 for 1978 low- 
mileage models up to $2,488 for 1985. 


And he asked the lawmakers to approve a plan that 


would add about 7 cents a gallon to the cost of gasoline, 
fuel oil and other petroleum products by 1980 through a 
series of taxes on crude oil. 


Carter's program threatened further gasoline taxes 


starting at 5 cents a gallon in 1979 as rising as high as 


50 cents a gallon if U.S. gasoline consumption is not 
held down. 


U.S gasoline prices are now about 60 cents a gallon 


for regular, including 4 cents of federal tax. By com- 
parison, the price in Great Britain is around $1 60 a 
gallon and $1.93 in Italy. 


"I don't expect much applause," Carter said near 


the start of his 31-minute speech. And he didn't get 
much after receiving a warm round when he entered 
the House chamber. 


The President was almost 20 minutes into his speech 


when his statement that "immediate and total decon- 
trol of domestic oil and gas prices would be dis- 
astrous" brought the first round of handclapping The 
next came when he said producers should not be 
allowed windfall profits. 


The political difficulties Carter will face in having 


his proposals embodied in law showed clearly in the 
first congressional reaction. 


House Speaker Thomas P. "Tip" O'Neill Jr. said 


Carter knows "this is his first major fight." Other dis- 
agreements with members of Congress, O'Neill said, 
"were mere skirmishes. This is a battle " 


The two committee chairmen who would handle any 


lay components of the energy package commented 


guardedly. 


Hep. Al Ullman, D-Ore , of the House Ways and 


Means Committee, praised Carter for "a tough direct 
approach that leaves no doubt about his personal com- 
mitment," but wondered whether "people will 
recognize the dangers of delay and will respond short 
of a clearcut crisis." 


Sen Russell B Long, D-La , chairman of the Senate 


Finance Committee, said Carter should be admired for 
constructive recommendations "and Congress ought 
to cooperate with him to the extent it can His 
recommendations will be considered." 


Carter emphasized that fairness was one of his chief 


aims and that "the energy industry should not reap 
large unearned profits" from the nation's energy 
crisis. 


"None of our people must make an unfair sacrifice. 


None should reap an unfair benefit," Carter said 


He urged that "individual accounting be required 


from energy companies for production, refining, dis- 
tribution and marketing — separately for domestic 
and foreign operations. 


"Strict enforcement of the antitrust laws can be 


based on this data, and may prevent the need lor 
divestiture," Carter said, referring to proposals to 


creak up the major energy companies. 


Carter said his program would also seek to soften its 


own impact on particular segments of the public. 


Carter's policies were aimed primarily at saving 


energy and developing the use of coal, nuclear power 
and solar energy. 


"We can never increase our production of oil and 


natural gas by enough to meet our demand, ' he said, 
in affect announcing the death notice of a century of 
petroleum-fueled growth 


Earlier, a top-ranking Carter aide said the average 


American's standard of living would not be lowered by 
the President's energy package 


A White House "fact sheet" on these proposals said 


Carter's plan could save some 4.6 million barrels of oil 
daily by 1985. reducing oil imports to some 7 million 
barrels per day. Tms would be 40 per cent below the 
otherwise projected import levels. 


The fact sheet said that although Carter's plan would 


increase the rate of inflation, it also would increase 
the Gross National Product — GNP — by seven-tenths 
of 1 per cent in 1978 and about four-tenths of 1 per cent 
in 1985. 


By then, the program would have created some 100,- 


000 jobs, the statement added.

Food tax credit cut 
to $20 per person

The Legislature backed away from a 


$24 food tax credit Wednesday and 
reduced the proposed new figure to $20 
per person. 


That follows the recommendation of 


Gov. J. James Exon. who included in his 
budget recommendations funding to 
boost the current credit from $16 to $20 
effective this year 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha 


called the legislative about-face an act of 
"barefaced moral cowardice " 


The Unicameral had earlier settled on 


a S24 credit m lieu of proposals to abolish 
the sales tax on food purchases. 


But Sen. Howard Lamb of Anselmo 


won 27-17 approval to switch back to a 
S20 figure in order to assure that the 
figure would not fall back to $16 in the 
event that Exon successfully vetoed the 
$24 proposal. 


Lamb returned the bill, LB30, from its 


final reading position to attach the 
amendment. The amended bill now rests 
at second-stage consideration pending 
further discussion. 


Chambers made one last effort to 


rewrite the bill in order to wipe out the 
sales tax on food effective next year. 


But his proposal was rejected on an 18- 


27 count. 


Taxing food is neither fair nor just, he 


said, and falls most heavily on the poor 
whose total purchases are more 
weighted toward food. 


Also turned down was a proposal by 


Sen Gerald Koch of Ralston to provide a 
bales tax exemption for solar energy 
systems. 


Most opponents argued that such a 


plan should not be adopted pending a 
comprehensive look at energy conserva- 
tion measures. 


Sen. Wally Barnett of Lincoln sup- 


ported the Koch amendment as an incen- 
tive for the development and use of solar 
energy units.

High farm supports 
may challenge Carter 


Washington (UPl) — Disregarding 


threats of a presidential veto, a House 
agriculture subcommittee Wednesday 
approved a farm support plan which ad- 
ministration experts argued could cost 
taxpayers up to an annual average of $6.2 
billion during the next four years. 


The plan, reaffirming earlier tentative 


action by the panel, would push 1978 
wheat target prices to $3.20 a bushel, 
compared with the $2.90 offered as a 
proposed compromise by President 
Carter. It was sent to the full House 
Agriculture Committee 
where 


Democratic leaders were expected to try 
to cut in back to levels the administra- 
tion will support. 


An aide to Agriculture Secretary Bob 


Bergland said Bergland was convinced 
that both Senate and House farm bloc- 
members will wind up accepting the ad- 
ministration's announced limits on spen- 
ding in any new farm bill. 


For corn, the House subcommittee 


plan provides a $2,40 a bushel 1978 target 
in contrast with UK $2 proposed by 


Bergland. 


Bergland told lawmakers that if they 


boost support targets and crop support 
loans enough to push total program costs 
much beyond the estimated $2 billion a 
year cost of Carter's latest proposal, the 
bill would be vetoed 


Aides said that the overall four-year, 


S8 billion package could be shaped to put 
higher income supports in 1978 than 
Carter has proposed if lawmakers were 
willing to set lower props in later years 
to keep within the total four-year cost 
ceiling. 


In the Senate. Sen Robert Dole. R- 


Kan.. proposed a $3 10 a bushel wheat 
target for 1978 crop support loan rates 
for wheat, and in target prices for both 
wheat and corn in the current 1977 crop 
season. 


The target prices serve to trigger 


direct government payments to farmers 
if markets fall below the pre-set target 
The crop loans, operating as a second 
phase of the farm program, set a floor 
under market prices.

Washington — Following are questions on how 


President Carter's energy proposals would affect con- 
sumers and answers based primarily on the 
explanations of the program by administration of- 
ficials: 


Q. How much is the President's program going to 


cost me? 


A. That depends on such factors as where you 


live, the size of your house or apartment, what kind of 
luel you use for heating, how much you drive, whether 
you plan to buy a car and. if you do, what size car. 
Assuming Congress approves the entire plan, you can 
count on paying at least 7 cents more than you pay 
now for each gallon of gasoline by 1980, and as much 
as 17 cents a gallon more if there continues to be a 
significant increase in the use of gasoline nationally. 


Q. Is there not some average cost to consumers? 
A. The best estimate that federal energy officials 


could produce was that, if the full tax on crude oil 
became effective today, that alone would cost an 
average of $75 per person per year. The figure is im- 
precise, however, not only because people have vastly 
different styles of living but also because cir- 
cumstances could change between now and 1980 when 
the tax on crude oil would become fully effective. In 
addition, natural gas, coal and other fuels will become 
more expensive, and increased consumption of gas- 
oline may trigger a special gasoline tax beginning in 
1979. 


Q. When will I first begin to feel the effect in my 


pocketbook? 


A. Probably not before the first of next year. 


Even the most optimistic administration officials 
believe that it will take six months to get the program 
through Congress, and some people on Capitol Hill 
think it will take even longer. The plan does not con- 
template raising fuel prices until Jan. 1, 1979. It is 
possible that some prices will rise in anticipation of 
the program's implementation and that removal of 
gasoline price controls this fall will raise the price of 
gasoline slightly, but those increases will be negligi- 
ble compared with what will come later. 


Q. Is it certain Congress is going to approve the 


plan? 


A. Far from it. In fact, much of the initial reac- 


tion from Congress has been hostile. At the least. 
Congress will surely make changes in what Carter 
proposed Wednesday night. 


Q Won't I get back in tax rebates all the ad- 


ditional money I spend for fuel? 


A. Don't bet on it. The President has promised 


that all the money raised by the new taxes will be put 
back into consumers' pockets, but not everybody will 
be returned precisely what he has spent for fuel. A 
senior administration official said Wednesday that 
some of the revenues might be used by the govern- 
ment to offset the cost of the changes in tax and 
welfare laws that are expected to be proposed later 
this year. 


Q. How will the rebates work? 
A. The President proposed three different forms 


of rebates, as follows: 


(1) People who heat their homes with oil will be 


able to claim a tax credit for the entire additional 
cost of their oil. For instance, if their fuel bill goes up 
by $50 in 1978 because of the tax on crude oil, they can 
take a lax credit of $50. 


(2) Everybody in the country who is listed on an 


income tax form as either the head of a household or a 
dependent will be entitled to the same additional tax 
credit, regardless of the kind of amount of fuel con- 
sumed. An energy official estimated Wednesday that 
the credit would be $15 per person on 1978 tax returns 
and $25 per person on 1979 taxes. In other words, 
every family of four would be able to take $60 off what 
they would otherwise pay in taxes on their 1978 in- 
come. If they heat with oil, this credit would be in ad- 
dition to the credit for their increased heating costs. 


(3) If the standby tax on gasoline goes into effect, 


the money will be returned to consumers on a 
"progressive" basis. An official said Wednesday that 
"progressive" meant that the amount of relief at the 
lower end of the tax scale would be greater in percen- 
tage terms than that at the upper end of the scale. He 
said the mechanics of this rebate had not been settled. 


Q. What 'about poor people who pay little or no 


taxes? 


A. People who pay no taxes would receive a cash 


payment from the government for the amount that 
they would be entitled to take as a tax credit. People 
who are entitled to a larger credit than the amount 
they owe in taxes would get a cash payment for the 
difference. 


Q. The President called the proposed tax on gas- 


oline a "standby tax." What are the chances of its 
going into effect? 


A. First of all, it is probably the most controver- 


sial of the President's proposals and the one most 
likely to be rejected or trimmed by Congress. Even if 
Congress approves it, the first 5 cents of additional 
tax would not go into effect until January 1979, and it 
would do so then only if gasoline consumption 
nationally in 1978 had increased above a national 
target of 7.35 million barrels a day. There are 42 
gallons in a barrel. Administration officials have 
guessed that there is a 50-50 chance that consumption 
will exceed the target, but outside economists believe 
that the prospects for exceeding the target are 
somewhat greater. 


Q. Are the gasoline consumption targets set in 


such a way that less gasoline must be used each year? 


A. Not immediately. Consumption would be per- 


mitted to rise slightly between now and 1980 without 
triggering the tax. The target would then remain 
sieady for a few years, and consumption would be 
expected to begin to drop after that. 


Q. But even if the tax is not imposed gasoline 


prices would still go up. 


A. That's right. The excise tax on crude oil 


proposed by the President would cause an increase of 
2 cents a gallon next year, another 2 cents in 1979 and 
another 3 cents in 1980. 


Q. If consumption continues to increase, what 


would be the highest possible price of gasoline con- 
templated by the program? 


A. The tax would never be more than 50 cents a 


gallon more than it is now. Add to that the 7 cents a 
gallon increase from the crude oil tax. That would 
mean that gasoline now selling for 62 cents a gallon 
would cost $1.19 a gallon by 1989, even if the world 
price of oil remains steady. 


y. Am I going to have to buy a small car next 


time? 


A. It will save you money if you do and cost you if 


you don't. The President proposed a tax on cars that 
get poorer than average gasoline mileage and a 
rebate on cars that get better than the average. On 
1978 model cars, there would be a tax on those that get 
less than 18 miles a gallon and a rebate on those that 
get more than 19 miles a gallon. The breakeven point 
would increase year by year until 1985 when it would 
be between 27 and 28 miles per gallon. 


Q. How stiff will the tax be and how generous will 


the rebate be? 


A. For next year's models, there would be a tax of 


$449 on cars that get less than 13 miles a gallon and a 
rebate of $473 on cars that get more. The rebate would 
drop slightly year by year, but the tax would increase 
significantly until, by 1985, there would be a tax of 
nearly $2,500 on cars getting less than 12 miles a 
gallon. 


Q. Give an example of what that would mean for 


cars now on the market. 


A. This year's Chevrolet Chevette with a 98-cubic- 


inch engine gets 36 miles per gallon. If the mileage is 
not improved in next year's model, the rebate would 
be $310. This year's Plymouth Fury with eight 
cylinders and a 440-cubic-inch engine averages 11 
miles a gallon. That would mean a tax of $321. 


Q. If I want to buy a big car, can I beat the system 


by rushing out to buy a 1978 model as soon as it is 
available this fall? 


A. Probably not. An administration official said 


the tax and rebate would be made retroactive to pre- 
vent speculation if the law is not enacted before next 
year's models are in the showrooms. 


Q Will small foreign cars be eligible for the 


rebate? 


A That is a subject to be negotiated by the 


government. If they are not eligible for the rebate, it 
might violate trade agreements with other countries. 


Q. Does the President want to force me to in- 


sulate my home? 


A. No. But he wants to privide incentives for you 


to do so He has proposed a tax credit of 25"c of the 
hrst S800 spent for insulation and other conservation 
measures and 15'i of the next S1.400 spent. The 
largest possible credit would be $410. 


Q. How do I know if my home needs winterizing? 
A The President would require utility companies 


to offer a residential service. They would inspect 
homes and inform customers of how to obtain finan- 
cing, materials and labor. If the customer requests it, 
the utility companies would do the work and allow the 
charge to be repaid gradually on monthly utility bills.

Washington (AP) — President Mobutu Sese 


Seko of Zaire, a fancier of the finest French 
wines, has decided his troops' C-rations would 
go better with Coke. 


"You can't expect a soldier to fight on a 


Coke-less stomach," said one State Depart- 
ment official 


A second, acknowledging that $60,000 worth 


of Coca-Cola probably will be on its way to the 
war-stricken African country, commented: 
"They have to drink something and the water 
isn't too good.'.' 


But both officials stressed that it's a com- 


mercial deal, between Zaire and an American 
supplier, and is not financed by the U S. 
government in any way. 


"They put a query in, through the U.S. Em- 


bassy in Kinshasha, but it's a straight commer- 
cial deal," one of the diplomats said. 


Initially, Zaire asked that the cost of the 


Coca-Cola be borne by the American taxpayer, 
through the military assistance program. But 
Hodding Carter, the State Department 
spokesman, said the request was not met and 
"no U.S. funds have been spent" on the 
'•health-giving and altogether nonlethal" 
beverage. 


So far, the Carter administration has ap- 


prove the shipment of about S15 million in 
military equipment, fuel and communications 
gear to Zaire, to help resist an invasion of 
Katangan exiles from Angola. 


Included are C-rations for Zaire's army. 
The principal item is a $9 million C130 cargo 


plane that probably will be ready to fly to Zaire 
next month — with the crates of Coca-Cola 
aboard

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Washington (AP) - Richard Nixon's lawyer told 


the Supreme Court on Wednesday that Nixon's con- 
slilutionul right to privacy clearly is trampled by 
government seizure of the former president's tapes 
and pupt'rs and the prospect of archivists rum- 
maging through them. 


"What we are talking about is a man's life, 5'/2 


years as president," Herbert J. Miller told the 
court " We are talking about a gross violation of the 
Fourth Amendment." 


And, hi1 warned, if a law directing the seizure 


is allowed to stand, not even the justices' own 
documents would be safe if Congress should choose 
to take them. 


"If one branch of government can intervene in 


the deliberative function of the other, then surely 
there is a breach of the separation of powers," 
Miller told the court. 


The possession arid control of 42 million pages of 


documents and 5,000 hours of tape generated by the 
Nixon administration have been fought over in the 
courts since Nixon resigned on Aug. 9, 1974. 


The Supreme Court must decide whether 


Congress had the constitutional right to pass the 
law which, for the first time in the 200 years of 
nationhood, deprived a president of his papers. 


The law, enacted in the passions of Nixon's 


Watergate-induced resignation and signed by 
Gerald Ford, was designed to protect the materials 
and "to provide the public with the full truth . . . of 
the abuses of power" during the Nixon years. 


Congress decided Nixon was an unreliable custo- 


dian because of such incidents as the IS'/z-minute 
gap in one tape recording and numerous errors and 
omissions in transcriptions of tapes turned over to 
Congress. 


The Nixon appeal to the Supreme Court is from a 


Car license plate motto 
display not mandatory 


Washington (AP) — The Supreme Court 


ruled Wednesday that you are not required to 
display ideological messages such as "Live 
Free or Die" that states put on auto license 
plates 


Using one family's objection to that motto on 


\ew Hampshire license plates, the Supreme 
Court said an individual can refuse to display 
the messages on auto plates or other personal 
property. 


"We are faced with the question of whether a 


state may constitutionally require an in- 
dividual to participate in the dissemination of 
an ideological message," the 7-2 majority of 
the court said "We hold that the state may not 
do so " 


The decision opens the door for citizens to 


challenge slogans of other states such as North 
Carolina, which displays "First in Freedom" 
on its license plates. Whether it would apply to 
Illinois, which stamps "Land of Lincoln" on its 
plates, or other states with seemingly in- 
nocuous mottoes on license ptates is not clear. 


The court's opinion, written by Chief Justice 


Warren E. Burger, said New Hampshire 
residents George and Maxine Maynard should 
not have been forced to advertise a slogan they 
found morally, ethically and religiously repug- 
nant because their beliefs are protected by the 
First Amendment. 


The court's decision does not mean New 


Hampshire is barred from putting its motto on 
auto tags, only that citizens cannot be 
prosecuted [or ret using to display that portion 
of the plate 


Maynard was charged with a misdemeanor 


for placing cape over the motto, and later spent 


15 days in jail when refusing to pay $75 m lines 


"New Hampshire's statute in effect requires 


that (the Maynards) use their private property 
as a mobile billboard for the state's ideological 
message or suffer a penalty" Burger said. 


"As a condition for driving an automobile, a 


virtual necessity for most Americans, the 
Maynards must display 'Live Free or Die' to 
hundreds of people each day." he said, adding 
that such a requirement cannot pass con- 
stitutional muster. 


The requirement invades rights of in- 


dividuals to disagree with official beliefs, the 
court said. 


In defending the state law, New Hampshire 


officials had argued that if the court struck 
down the state law the national motto, "In God 
We Trust,'' could be obliterated from coins and 
paper currency. 


"That question is not before us today but we 


note that currency which is passed from hand 
to hand differs in significant respects from an 
automobile which is readily associated with its 
operator," Burger said. 


"Currency is generally carried in a purse or 


pocket and need not be displayed to the 
public," he said. 


Justice William H Rehnquist filed a dissent 


for himself and Justice Harry A. Biackmun. 


They said the state law had not forced the 


Maynards, practicing Jehovah's Witnesses, to 
"say" anything. 


"The state has simply required that all non- 


commercial vehicles bear license tags with the 
state motto,'' Rehnquist said. 


Economy strong enough to 
ignore effects of winter 


Washington (AP) — Most of the recent in- 


dicators show the nation's economy is moving 
ahead with enough strength to virtually ignore 
the crippling effects brought on by the severest 
winter in decades. 


The latest figures' to signal a vigorous 


recovery that some economists said has been 
gathering momentum since November came 
Wednesday when the government released the 
first quarter estimate of the Gross National 
Product. 


Those figures showed the GNP — the total 


value of the nation's goods and services — was 
up to an annual rate of 5.2 per cent, "a stronger 
performance than generally was anticipated a 
month ago." said Courtenay M. Slater, chief 
economist for the Department of Commerce. 


Earlier this month, indicators for consumer 


credit, wages and prices, personal income and 
housing starts all showed gains. In addition, 
the unemployment rate dropped in March to 
7.3 per cent from February's 7.5 per cent. 


Those earlier figures had been cited by the 


administration in support of President Carter's 
decision not to press forward with his proposed 
S50 income tax rebate, a measure originally 
drafted to stimulate what appeared to be a 
lagging economy 


Carter withdrew his support for the rebate 


last week, saying the economy had recovered 
sufficiently and that the $10 billion infusion of 
money was no longer needed to stimulate con- 
sumer buying. 


Mrs. Slater said strong consumer and 


business buying of automobiles in the first 
quarter triggered a large portion of the GNP 
increase. Large gams also were registered 
toward the end of the quarter — when the bad 
weather no longer was a factor — for sales 
and production in general. 


Consumer spending on motor vehicles was 


up at an annual rale of 70 percent in the first 
quarter and business purchases increased at a 
rate of 150 per cent. 


The figures, however, also showed that 


prices rose 6 6 per cent compared to an annual 
rate of 5.7 per cent in the previous quarter and 
that inflation remained for the fourth straight 


month at the 5.8 per cent rate. 


But for the extreme winter weather in 


January and early February, the GNP might 
have risen more than the preliminary figures 
released by the Commerce Department's 
Bureau of Economic Analysis showed. 


The weather "reduced real output and final 


sales and boosted prices in the first quarter. 
The extremely cold weather probably reduced 
the increase in real output by one to one and 
one-half per cent at an annual rate..." while 
it probably added another one half per cent to 
the gain in prices, the bureau said. 


The latest GNP figures brought mixed 


opinions from economists outside the govern- 
ment as to what the estimates portend for the 
coming months 


Michael K. Evans, president of Chase 


Econometrics, a subsidiary corporation of 
Chase Manhattan Bank, predicted a strong 
economy for at least the next two quarters but 
said inflation could rise as high as eight per 
cent by the end of the year. He estimated the 
increased inflation would slow down the real 
growth of the G-\P to between four and four 
and a half per cent over the full year. 


"That's the main negative factor I see... it 


looks like we're getting ready to enter another 
inflationary spiral." he said. 


However. Lief Olsen, senior vice president 


and economist for Citibank Corp. in New York, 
predicted a strong economy and less inflation. 


"We're looking for a good year with real 


GNP up between five and six per cent... in- 
flation on a month-to-month basis is going to 
slow down overall." he said. 


Dr. William Freund. vice president and chief 


economist of the New York Stock Exchange, 
said the momentum behind the recovery is sub- 
stantial "and the upswing will continue as far 
as the eye can see. which is probably 1978 " 


He said the one concern he bad was thai 


capital investment seems to be lagging and 
that "if it doesn't rise more vigorously, we 
may experience bottlenecks in selected in- 
dustries in 1978. We need capital investment to 
provide jobs and a rising living standard," he 
said.

It was McCree's first appearance before the court 
as solicitor general since he was confirmed by the 
Senate on March 4. 


"The act does not invade the President's privacy 


or any executive privilege" said McCree, a former 
appeals court judge and now the highest ranking 
black in the Justice Department 


The justices questioned the attorneys closely on 


whether they thought Congress had the power to 
direct the take-over of a justice's papers once he 
leaves the bench 


"Yes, Congress could pass such a law," McCree 


said. 


Nathan Lewin, Miller's associate, said that to in- 


vade Nixon's conversations with his aides would be 
akin to searching a Supreme Court justice's records 
of his conversations with his law clerk 


The law, called the Presidential Heuordings and 


Materials Preservation Act, directs that govern- 
ment archivists decide which materials should be 
made public and which are private. 


Justice Lewis F Powell Jr , voiced concern 


about the archivists' screening process. 


"Do you think if 100 persons in the city of 


Washington know anything of importance, it can re- 
main a secret?" he asked McCree. 


"Mr Justice, I've heard that when two persons in 


Washington 
. . " the solicitor general began, not 


being able to finish his answer as the packed cour- 
troom filled with laughter 


A commission currently is studying a long-term 


solution to the disposition of presidential papers 


All presidents from Herbert Hoover through Lyn- 
don B Johnson donated Iheir papers to the govern- 
ment 
Nixon has said he intends to do so, but 


reserves the right to decide what can be made 
public 


The bulk of the .Nixon material is stored in a 


government facility at Suitland. Md , but the tapes 
and papers considered most sensitive are still in the 
White House complex 


Under the law which is under challenge, the 


General Services Administration has made 
recommendations for public access to the papers 
But none can be implemented until the Supreme 
Court decides the case, probably in June 


The court is also expected to decide, in the next 


few weeks, whether to hear another case 
challenging an appeals court ruling that the 30 
White House tapes played at the Watergate cover- 
up trial can be released for public hearing

From caves we came, 
only to return? 


Armies of human moles ascend from 


their workplaces to damn the sun and 
scurry home to await the welcome night- 
fall. Or maybe they ride subways to sub- 
terranean apartments in another part of 
the city, confined to the earth's innards 
as many big city highrise dwellers and 
workers are confined to a glass and steel 
environment today. 


A preposterous preview of the 


future? 


Perhaps. 
But 
in 
an 
energy-short, 


conservation-conscious future, perhaps 
not. 


A story out of Kansas City carried in 


Wednesday's Lincoln Star told of the 
energy efficiency of warehouses, 
manufacturing plants and offices located 
in limestone caves along the Missouri 
and Kansas rivers. The working space is 
located from 160 to 400 feet below the 
surface and the availability of space in- 
creases as more limestone is mined for 
construction work. 


Some 2,000 people now work in the 


caves at a variety of jobs and for a 
number of companies. Studies show they 
have had little trouble with adjusting to 
working underground. The constant 
temperature and humidity requires less 
energy-consuming alteration. According 


to the studies, there is also less danger of 
fire and maintenance and insurance 
costs are substantially lower than those 
costs on the surface. Energy consump- 
tion is considerably lower. 


Will the Kansas City experience and 


other contemporary operations serve as 
examples for future industrial and 
business development on a wide scale? 
Or for home living? Basement houses 
have been around for a long time, but 
what about underground apartment com- 
plexes? 


There are among us those like Ed 


Norton, the sewerworker friend of Ralph 
the busdnver, who found joy in spending 
his days in the bowels of the earth. There 
are others whose bunker mentality 
would permit easy adjustment to cave 
working and dwelling. 


If society looks below the surface of 


the earth to conserve energy; if the Kan- 
sas City caves are the wave of an uncer- 
tain energy future, such people have lit- 
tle to fear. 


But for those of us who need frequent 


glances at an ever-changing sky and 
welcome the massage of a warm breeze 
as readily as a junkie anticipates his fix, 
such stories conjure up little but dread 
images, and a reluctance to embark on 
whatever great changes await us all. 


Baggage check 
sweetener offered 


The Lincoln Airport Authority has 


taken another step in trying to convince 
air carriers serving Lincoln to invest in 
X-ray baggage check machines. 


The inconvenient piece-by-piece 


check of carry-on luggage by airline per- 
sonnel has irritated many passengers 
boarding in Lincoln and has become 
somewhat of an issue. 


The air carriers say that expen- 


ditures for the X-ray machines, which 
would simplify and speed up the boar- 
ding procedure, are not justified by the 
volume of traffic at the Lincoln airport. 


Tuesday the airport authority 


offered S5.000 each to Frontier and 
United Airlines to be applied toward 
purchase of the baggage check 
machines, which are estimated to cost 
around 525,000 apiece. 


The authority hopes that the offer 


will tip the balance in favor of airlines 
decisions to put in the electronic security 
equipment, but the carriers thus far have 


not committed themselves. 


A proposal to enter into some kind of 


arrangement, if permitted under federal 
regulations, whereby the authority 
would purchase the machines and the 
carriers would lease them, might also be 
offered for authority consideration. 


It may be, however, that the carriers 


will still insist that Lincoln traffic does 
not warrant healthy capital expenditures 
or lease payments for such machinery. 


In that regard, and with relation to 


the need to find a new airport restaurant 
and lounge concessionnaire, heavier 
traffic volumes seem to be the only 
answer. 


Lincoln boardings could be expanded 


considerably if Frontier decides to 
expedite new flights it can make with its 
new authority to fly into Chicago's 
' O'Hare Field. Lincoln should be more at- 
tractive as a "feeder" airport with this 
new route authority.

Paris - President Carter has ad- 


dressed himself admirably to the 
greatest long-range problem of the 
United States and the rest of the in- 
dustrialized world. If he succeeds in 
gaining national and international sup- 
port lor his energy program, he will 
have shown himself able to act in the 
grandly effective manner of another 
Democratic 
leader, Franklin D. 


Roosevelt But the road remains long, 
twisting and-^tudded with pitfalls. 


Carter's first step was to charge the 


brilliant, tough James Schlesinger with 
the principal task of co-ordinating a 
policy designed in the very long-run to 
prevent America from either sliding 
into the paralysis of subzero growth, 
such as that toward which unhappy 
Cambodia now stumbles, or heading 
gradually toward old-fashioned 
recourse to war in search of raw 
material sources — in this case, fuel. 


Neither extreme need ultimately be 


considered absurdly alarmist. The 
nation's energy problem — as Carter 
said Monday night — is already worse 
"than it was m 1973 or a few weeks 
ago." 
Without enough energy, a 


wasteful, over-industrialized society 
must grind to a halt just as inevitably 
as Cambodia • doomed itself when it 
deliberately destroyed its few factories 
such as sugar refineries, and slew its 
few technicians. 


As for war in quest of material gain 


— known familiarly as imperialism — 
this is a very old and ingrained habit in 
mankind, only living species save the 
harvester ant to organize conquests for 
that purpose. Anyone who remembers 
those trial blimps floated during the 
Kissinger-Ford administration im- 
plying that Washington might en- 
courage Israel to seize Saudi Arabia's 
petroleum wells can see that the idea is 
not 100% removed from contingency 
"thinking."' 


The Carter energy program is the 


first fully thought-out prescription for 
one of the nation's crucial difficulties. 
Should it succeed, it will take its place 
among historic milestones such as the 
NRA or the lend-lease act. One in- 


evitable short-term development will 
be Schlesmger's assumption of the 
cabinet's principal post — co- 
ordinating all energy problems as a 
kind of souped up, perhaps less crusty, 
certainly more intellectual Harold 
Ickes. 


Already, though the barest blueprint 


has yet been outlined — stressing con- 
servation of automotive fuel, air- 
conditioning, et cetera — so-called 
"special interests" (normal to any free 
society) have begun to holler: oil com- 
panies, automobile manufacturers, 


coal producers, economists, consumer 
pressure groups. But Carter is on the 
right road and he and Schlesinger will 
have to bulldoze their way down it. 


It is beyond high time for the West's 


fat-dripping societies to cease choking 
themselves on the uninhibited exhaust 
of factory and engine pipes; stalling 
amid traffic jams induced by overuse 
of cars (in two, three, or four-car 
families) freezing themselves in air- 
cooled summers and boiling 
themselves in air-cooked winters, all 
devouring petroleum we haven't got.

Even four years ago James E. Akins, 


then U S. ambassador to Saudi Arabia 
and later fired by Kissinger for being 
abrasively and profoundly right, wrote: 
"To look simply at the world's oil 
reserves and conclude they are suf- 
ficient to meet the world's needs can no 
longer be acceptable." 


It is a fortunate coincidence that 


Carter's energy policy assumed shape 
just before his first presidential trip 
abroad to London's economic summit 
and also as the International Atomic 
Energy Agency convenes a conference 
in Salzburg on nuclear power. There 
have already been differences in 
energy approaches between the U.S.A. 
and other industrial nations. These 
seemed heightened by the President's 
attempt to ban spread of weapons- 
grade plutomum, thus hindering cer- 
tain reactor projects. 


All aspects of energy — petroleum, 


natural gas, solar power, coal, hydro- 
electric power and nuclear — are in- 
deed linked and some industrial lands 
notably Japan and France — are 
woefully short on fossilized fuel. But 
Carter already has indicated to Roy 
Jenkins, president of the European 
Commission, that Washington's 
plutonium views won't harm Europe's 
energy plans. 


Yet these remain details — crucial 


details but incidental to the problem of 
getting the world to agree on how to 
face future energy needs And it is right 
that the largest industrial power and 
greatest energy consumer should lead 
the way in showing what can be done to 
conserve what exists, rationally share 
out what is coming, and pioneer in the 
development of new sources like the 
sea and air around us and the sun 
above.

Sacrificial lamb on the altar of virtue 


1 Washington — To change the rules of 
the game and then to try a man for 
having allegedly violated the present 
rules goes contrary to every concept of 
equal justice under law. That is what is 
happening in the indictment and 
prosecution of John J. Kearney for 
opening letters and wiretapping m the 
course of surveillance of fugitive 
members of the terrorist Weather 
Underground. 


But Kearney was acting under orders 


according to rules of the game as it was 
then played. It was just as wrong as it 
could be under the Constitution of a 
free America. 


Yet Kearney and a number of other 


middle-level officials were obeying 
orders from higher officialdom in the 
FBI. While it can be argued that he 
might have resigned in protest, he was, 
after all, a veteran of a service to 
which he was dedicated. And there is 
no reason to believe that he had any in- 
clination to pnt his own judgment over 
that of his superiors. 


In the great stampede for virtue, the 


FBI is not the only agency to offer up 
violators of past orders now 
superseded. It is the kind of self- 
nghteousness that may make headlines 
while at the same time undermining 
the morale of an agency that has been 
through a series of upheavals with no 
firm hand on the tiller. 


The Central Intelligence Agency, too, 


has taken a holier-than-thou attitude 
over the proposed prosecution of at 
least one former high-level official. 
The charge was perjury growing out of 
the American role in the overthrow of 
the Allende government in Chile. 


The charge was absurd on its face, 


since every CIA officer takes an oath to 
defend the interests of his country and 
the agency even though this may mean 
a whole succession of falsehoods. The 
individual in this instance made it plain 
that if he were prosecuted, he would 
name every top American involved in

the Chilean affair and what be himself 
had been told to say or not to say when 
interrogated. 


Adm. Stansfield Turner, just taking 


over as head of the CIA, must now 
decide how to prevent the wild adven- 
tures of the past while insuring that the 
agency can carry out functions essen- 
tial to the need of a superpower. No one 
would contend that the CIA must 
operate in a goldfish bowl. But the 
public will never again be satisfied 
with toe total secrecy that prevailed 
before Watergate blew off the lid. 


The oversight committee on The Hill, 


chaired by Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, D.- 
Hawaii, is completing the first detailed 
budget the CIA has ever had. The 
hearings nave been secret and no deci- 
sion has been reached on how much of 
it will be made public. 


About one pair of eyes — and there 


haven't been many — Turner seems to 
have an indifferent attitude. The 
President s Foreign Intelligence Ad- 
visory Board, made up of distinguished 
citizens, some of them noted scientists, 
has been out of existence since January 
20, when the 15 men and one woman 
submitted their resignations.

No CIA director has been happy to 


have the board looking over his 
shoulder and Turner's attitude about its 
future is cavalier, if not unconcerned. 
The board was constituted by President 
Eisenhower not to ferret out and punish 
illegalities, but to give the White House 
a broad view of the effectiveness of the 
intelligence operation. 


As well as an overall survey, it has 


made many creative and innovative 
suggestions. One member, Edwin H. 
Land, had a lot to do with pushing and 
developing the 
reconnaissance 


satellites. The Church committee, in 
its final report, had this to say: 


"The President needs an independent 


body to assess the quality and effec- 
tiveness of our foreign intelligence ef- 
fort. In the words of its executive 
secretary, the board has 'looked at in- 
telligence through the eyes of the 
President.' . . . The board has been 
useful, in part, because its advice and 
recommendations have been for the 
President. As such the executive 
nature of this relationship should be 
maintained." 


The kind of house-cleaning essential 


for the FBI was not carried out by 
Edward H. Levi, despite the high hopes 
that greeted his appointment as at- 
torney general. Nor has Clarence M. 
Kelley been a forceful director of the 
FBI. 


Turner has brought 10 Navy per- 


sonnel into the CIA. They are known 
privately among those feeling the stern 
Navy lash, working at times until 3 or 4 
in the morning, as the "Gang of 10" 
after Peking's hated "Gang of Four." 


Can Turner start anew? The cynics 


who have seen seven directors come 
and go are skeptical. They believe his 
present post is a way station on the 
road to be chief of naval operations.

An unlawful search does not become lawful 


because illegal items are discovered, the 
Nebraska Supreme Court said Wednesday. 


The high court overturned 4 to 3 the convic- 


uon of Richard D. Colgrove of Minatare for 
possession of marijuana and a concealed 
weapon 


The court majority ruled that since the car 


Colgrove was driving was slopped without 
reason to believe a crime was committed, the 
subsequent search was illegal and the items it 
produced should not have been admitted as 
evidence during Colgrove's trial. 


Colgrove was arrested in Minatare on 


August 28,1975. Two law enforcement officers 
had arrest warrants for two women known as 


the Arapahoe sisters" and stopped Colgrove's 


car thinking the women were inside. 


When the car was stopped, however, the of- 


ficers realized that the three people in the car 
were men. When their identifications were 


checked, the car's driver did not have his 
driver's license with him. 


One officer testified he smelled marijuana 


on the driver's breath, so he searched the 
three. During the search a small quantity of 
marijuana and a gun were found on Colgrove 


The court ruled that since the officers' only 


reason to stop the car was to look for the 
Arapahoe sisters, and since the women clearlv 
were not in the car, the officers had no right to 
proceed further 


They had no reason to believe the three 


men in the car were breaking the law, the 
majority decision said, so the search violated 
the Fourth Amendment of the U.S. Constitu- 
tion. 


"The fact that the search itself discloses 


contraband does not justify the 
unlawful 


search, ' Judge Lawrence Clinton said 


Chief Justice Paul White and Justices 


Harry Spencer and Leslie Boslaugh disagreed 
with the majority opinion, saying the officer 
had the right to ask for identification after the 
car was stopped 


Since the driver did not have his 'jcense 


with him and he smelled of marijuana, the 
search was justilied, Spencer said. 


"The procedure he (the officer) followed 


was in strict accord with" good police work,"

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Cook wants 
law license 


An attorney who was suspended for lying to a federal grand 


jury investigating Watergate asked the Nebraska Supreme 
Court Wednesday to allow him to practice again. 


Ci. Bradford Cook, who was suspended from the Nebraska 


Bar Association for three years in July, 1975, filed for early 
reinstatement. He had admitted lying to a grand jury about a 
contribution to the Richard Nixon campaign. 


Nebraska bar guidelines allow a suspended lawyer to 


request reinstatement after serving at least one year of suspen- 
sion. The attorney general and the bar association's counsel on 
discipline may make a recommendation on the request at a 
hearing. 


The high court can refuse the request without a hearing. 
Cook, the former head of the U.S. Securities and Exchange 


Commission, admitted lying three times to a grand jury about a 
5200,000 contribution to the 1972 Nixon campaign from inter- 
national financier Robert Vesco. He also admitted lying twice 
to a Senate subcommittee and once to a House subcommittee. 


At a hearing in Lincoln, Cook had said he lied about the con- 


tribution because Maurice Stans. chief fundraiser for the cam- 
paign, told him the grand jury probe was a "witch hunt" against 
top Nixon aides. 


John Kuns, a retired district court judge who presided over 


the suspension hearing, recommended that Cook be censured, 
but not suspended. The Nebraska Bar Association, however, 
'objected to such light discipline for perjury. 


The high court unanimously suspended Cook from prac- 


ticing law anywhere in the country for three years.

The former Lincoln resident is now an investment 


counselor in Washington. D.C. 


The request for reinstatement, drafted by former Gov. 


Robert Crosby, said Cook already has "suffered greatly from 


^public humiliation and loss of professional standing."

An unlawful search does not become lawful 


because illegal items are discovered, the 
Nebraska Supreme Court said Wednesday. 


The high court overturned 4 to 3 the convic- 


tion of Richard D. Colgrove of Minatare for 
possession of marijuana and a concealed 
weapon. 


The court majority ruled that since the car 


Colgrove was driving was stopped without 
reason to believe a crime was committed, the 
subsequent search was illegal and the items it 
produced should not have been admitted as 
evidence during Colgrove's trial. 


Colgrove was arrested in Minatare on 


August 28,1975. Two law enforcement officers 
had arrest warrants for two women known as 
"the Arapahoe sisters" and stopped Colgrove's 
car thinking the women were inside. 


When the car was stopped, however, the of- 


ficers realized that the three people in the car 
were men. When their identifications were 


checked, the car's driver did not have his 
driver's license with him. 


One officer testified he smelled marijuana 


on the driver's breath, so he searched the 
three. During the search a small quantity of 
marijuana and a gun were found on Colgrove. 


The court ruled that since the officers' only 


reason to stop the car was to look for the 
Arapahoe sisters, and since the women clearly 
were not in the car, the officers had no right to 
proceed further. 


They had no reason to believe the three 


men in the car were breaking the law, the 
majority decision said, so the search violated 
the Fourth Amendment of the U.S. Constitu- 
tion. 


"The fact that the search itself discloses 


contraband does not justify the 
unlawful 


search," Judge Lawrence Clinton said. 


Chief Justice Paul White and Justices 


Harry Spencer and Leslie Boslaugh disagreed 
with the majority opinion, saying the officer 
had the right to ask for identification after the 
car was stopped. 


Since the driver did not have his 


with him and he smelled of marijuana, the 
search was justified. Spencer said. 


"The procedure he (the officer) followed 


was in strict accord with' good police work," 
Spencer said. The car was not stopped on a 
pretext as an excuse to search for marijuana, 
he added. 


In other decisions, the court upheld the 


conviction of Larry Martinez for assault and 
robbery in Lincoln, Martinez, an American In- 
dian, challenged his conviction because there 
were no Indians on the jury. He contended that 
no Indian had served or. jury duty in Lancaster 
County for 18 years: the jury commissioner 
testified he was unsure if that was true. 


Indians are .003% of the county's popula- 


tion. 


The court ruled that Martinez failed to 


show clearly any evidence of discrimination. It 
also held that evidence that Martinez.con- 
tended should not have been introduced, was 
properly obtained and admissible.

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Total tax exemptors in control

The battle over farm and business 


property lax exemptions opened in the 
I'mcarneral Wednesday with supporters 
of total exemption in command. 


Senators turned down four attempts to 


change the tax exemption proposal 
spearheaded by Sen. Loran Schmit of 
Bellwood. 


The bill. LB518, would extend the 


current 62 V<<- tax exemption for farm 
a n d b u s i n e s s i n v e n t o r i e s a n d 
agricultural equipment to 1007c over the 
next three years. 


Gov. 
J. James Exon has agreed not to 


veto the measure only if the Legislature 
also places a spending lid on local 
governmental units. 


The current personal property tax 


exemption law was enacted in 1972 over 
Exon's veto. 


Sen. George "Bill'1 Burrows of Adams, 


a farmer, led a futile assault on the new 
proposal Wednesday. 


It would, he said, "sell out agriculture 


four or five years down the road: by shif- 
ting taxes to sales, income and real es- 
tate. 


"The farmer will be a loser if we pass 


this bill," Burrows insisted. 


The proposal would completely phase 


out personal' property taxes on farm 
equipment in 1978, on business inven- 
tories in 1979 and on livestock in 1980. 


Current replacement costs (or local 


government would rise from $53 million 
this year to $58.6 million in fiscal 1978-79, 
to $b2.2 million in 1979-80, and to a final 
peak of $50 million in 1980-81. 


Replacement funds are sent to local 


government from slate sales and income 
tax revenue. 


Burrows said LB518 would not only 


transfer $17 million in additional costs to 
sales-income revenue, but result in an 
eventual shift of $40 million to $50 million 
from personal property taxes to real es- 
tate taxes. 


His effort to limit individual tax 


exemptions to $50,000 in value and 50 
r> of 


the next 50,000 in value fell on a 9-27 thud. 


Schmit said the bill is needed to finally 


phase out what has been an unfair and in- 
equitable tax system. 


It resulted, in part, from recent 


"dramatic" increases in valuation of 
livestock and farm equipment, he said. 


Schmit said there is no basis for 


suggesting that the bill would move the 
tax load to real estate. 


Burrows said the proposal is "a vested 


interest bill worked out by a group of lob- 
byists" for farm and business interests 


and would favor large business and big 
leedlots without providing "real relief" 
for small business or family farmers. 


"A few heads of farm organizations 


sold out the farmers . . .for a piece of 
candy now." he declared. 


Three elforts to change the rotation 


under which segments of personal 
property receive total exemption were 
rejected. 


They were generally designed to move 


total exemption of livestock to an earlier 
date. 


Schmit said farm and business 


organizations have agreed on the 
schedule listed in his bill. 


Revenue Chairman Orval Keyes of 


Springfield said business inventory 
exemptions should come last since 
businessmen, unlike farmers, pass on 
their tax burden to consumer. 


It is business which "gets the biggest 


cut of all" under the exemption 
program, Keyes said. 


Sen. 
Frank Lewis of Bellevue said the 


real issue in LB518 is its effect of in- 
creasing the tax burden on both sales and 
income. 


••\V'e need some limits," he said.

ficient to meet the apprenticeship re- 
quirement. 


Mrs. Labedz and other senators said

"I'd vote against you if I didn't know 


the issue," he told DeCamp. "But I like 
you."

But 
DeCamp called for a roll call vote. 


Then the vote stood at 21-21 but Omaha

Former Sen. Terry Carpenter of 


Scottsbluff has asked Gov. J. James Exon to 
introduce a bill that would repeal the law 
requiring the tax commissioner and the State 
Board of Equalization and Assessment to 
equalize property values among counties. 


Carpenter sent a copy of the proposed bill 


to Exon and suggested the governor personally 
go to the Unicameral and the Revenue Com- 
mittee "and explain the need for such legisla- 
tion and put the full weight of your office and 
public opinion behind such a request." 


In an accompanying letter, Carpenter said 


the law is no longer necessary because the 
slate no longer participates in taxation of real 
property at the local level. 


Carpenter said equalization of valuations 


among counties "is impossible to ob- 
tain .. . unless the Senate passes LB170 which 
eliminates all local control and which gives 


you, 
the governor and the tax commissioner 


the impossible task of computerizing all real 
property every year..." 


Ralston Sen. Gerald Koch introduced 


LB170. 


Carpenter said current law requiring coun- 


ties to have entered into reappraisal contracts 
more than three years ago "obviously has not 


been enforced. The governor, through the tax 
commissioner, who can be replaced in five 
minutes, obviously has not complied with the 
law The answer is, of course, easily arrived at 
that no one can successfully do what the law 
now requires." 


Carpenter said his recent meetings with 


county assessors and boards lead him to 
believe that the re-valuations that have been 
done "are inaccurate, not taken according to 
the existing law, unfair, unrealistic, and the 
tax commissioner should refuse to accept any 
of them." 


Carpenter said the equality of assessments 


within the counties is more important. 


"You and I know the mill levy will never 


be reduced," after re-valuations, Carpenter 
said. "The money will be extracted and the 
people will be pauperized." 


Exon has supported legislation to force re- 


valuations in the 93 counties by 1978. That bill, 
LB131, was introduced by Holbrook Sen. 
Richard Lewis and requires use of 1975 
valuations until reappraisals are completed 
and puts a 6% limit on increases in local sub- 
division budgets. 


The governor was out of town Wednesday 


and unavailable for comment.

Bishop method simplifies sewing 


Most Lincoln area women are still 


sewing the hard way — pinning, 
basting, using pattern guides, doing a 
lot of needless hand work. 


But at least 800 women a year are 


tossing out their pins and teaming a 
new, easier way to sew, according to 
Sharon Waldo, head of the home 
economics department at Southeast 
Community College. 


The method, the Bishop method of 


clothing construction, is new to the 
Midwest, she added. "It allows a 
seamstress to get a professional look 
the easiest possible way." 


The Bishop method was developed by 


Edna Byrte Bishop, for 25 years a 


fashion director for the Amos Parrish 
Fashion Clinic in New York City. She 
studied the methods that "make 
professional tailoring so unique," Mrs. 
Waldo explained, and she published a 
book on the topic in 1959. 


In 1960, SCC instructor Leona 


Beckman attended classes in 
Washington, D.C., conducted by the 
Bishop Clothing Construction Council. 
After eight years of studying the 
Bishop technique slie was certified to 
teach others in the Lincoln area. 


Last year, Pat Swenson, a member of 


the council, conducted a workshop for 
SCC instructors, four of whom recently 
received their certification. 


"I had my doubts at first," Mrs. 


Waldo said. "But I evaluated the 
courses and listened to student reac- 
tions, and I am convinced it's the best 
method." 


Student acceptance has been "very, 


very high," she added. "We've been 
teaching about 20 -classes a quarter, 
and probably reach about 800 women a 
year with the courses." 


Basically, the Bishop method 


stresses grain perfection of the 
material used, accuracy in cutting and 
marking, fitting techniques, perfection 
in stitching and proper pressing 
techniques. It aids the seamstress by 
allowing a minimum use of time, 
maximum use of the sewing machine 


and elimination of the use of pins and 
hand basting. 


Bishop seamstresses are able to put 


in a smooth-looking sleeve without pins 
and basting-. They also learn the unit 
method of construction, completing 
each part of a garment before 
assembling it. 


This does away with patterns and 


allows the seamstress to create her 
own patterns, the instructors say. All 
SCC sewing classes rely on this method 
now, Mrs. Waldo added.

recently certified wei-e Marie Kehr, 
Helen Sellentin, Ellen Smiley and Lois 
Wilson.

You can't do well in bridge if

It is easy to see that East

The question is whether East 


should have known to lead the 
queen of diamonds rather than 
give West a spade ruff at trick 
two. 


Tp.e answer is clearly yes 


East should play on the 
assumption that the contract 
can be defeated, and this 
presupposes that West has the 
ace of diamonds. If East is not 
prepared 
to 
make 
that 


assumption, he might just as 
well fold up his cards and 
concede the contract. 


It is true that if South has the 


ace of diamonds East may cost 
his side a trick by failing to 
return a spade. But it would be 
simply an overtrick, an in- 
consequential loss compared to 
the loss that may ensue from 
failing to lead the queen of 
diamonds. To return a spade at 
trick two is very shortsighted 
and is equivalent to giving up

future space needs for the next 
20 years 


Not included in Charles' 


computations are plans for a 
new jail, expanded police 
department or new location for 
the City-County Health Depart- 
ment 
The space in the 


proposed Civic Center could 
not easily be adapted for those 
purposes, he said 


Charles thinks the proposed 


Civic Center is such a good 
deal that it's worth it even if 
some of the space sits empty 
for a few years 


Sometimes, in fact, he

Sikyta says city bogged 
by personality conflicts 
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By Gordon Wlntare

Charging that city government is bogging 


down in personality conflicts, City Councilman 
Bob Sikyta Wednesday called for more action 
on transportation issues 


His comments came at a press conference 


which he called, the first Sikyta has held since 
he was elected to the council six years ago 
Such press conferences are seldom called by 
council members 


Specifically Sikyta said that he will in- 


troduce legislation calling for approval of 
another leg of the so-called Northeast Radial, 
from 27th to 48th 


He also said he will introduce legislation to 


create a separate transportation department in 
City Hall and work to spur planning of an East 
Lincoln bypass 


Sikyta said the council and Mayor Helen 


Boosalis seem to be unable any longer to 
cooperate to settle an issue 


We re a personality voting council, not an 


issue voting council, 
Sikyta said 


Under questioning by news media Sikyta 


identified the people he thinks are concen 
tratmg on personalities as Mrs Boosalis and 
council members Sue Bailey and Bob 
Jearnbey 


Sikyta admitted however, that ' I don t 


help it when I lose my temper People can 
point a finger at me 
But matters have 


progressed to the point council members find it 
hard to sit down to discuss issues without' bad 


words ' being exchanged, he said 


At this point, Sikyta said, he is "willing to 


do anything to get the council back on the right 
track 


Of the three transportation items being 


pushed by Sikyta, the first two have had his 
support for some time This is the first time, 
however he has come out firmly in support of 
an East bypass highway 


Construction of an east bypass has been 


urged recently by residents along 84th St who 
are complaining about trucks and heavy traffic 
on the street 


One proposal to build such a bypass was 


rejected several years ago because experts 
said the amount of traffic it would carry can- 
not justify its huge cost 


Sikyta said he is going to wait until after 


the May 3 election to introduce the legislation 
to add another leg to the proposed Northeast 
Radial and to create a separate transportation 
department 


He claimed that he does not intend his 


proposal to become a campaign issue 


A version of the proposed radial, which 


formerly would have been a super highway 
from downtown to Havelock, is included in the 
Comprehensive Plan 


However it ends at 27th The city owns 


much land east of that point which was 
acquired before plans for the superhighway 
were abandoned The radial now being planned 
is four lane, but it would appear more like

private'detective testifying at a guar- 
dianship hearing for Groucho Marx said 
Wednesday that Marx's female compa- 
nion, Erin Fleming, had threatened 
Tuesday night to kill him because of fin- 
dings he had made in the case. 


Norman Perle, the private in- 


vestigator, had testified earlier that- 
Miss Fleming wanted to hide syringes 
Perle found in a storm dram at Marx's 
home. 


Miss Fleming and Marx's son, Arthur, 


are battling to be named conservators 
and guardians for the 86-year-old come- 
dian. Perle originally had been hired by 
Miss Fleming. 


Perle told Superior Court Judge 


Edward Rafeedie that Tuesday night he 


and another private detective, Fred 
Wolfson, were at the home of Carolyn 
Uenoit, a nurse who had attended Marx 
and who has been called ab a witness in 
the trial 


Perle said that Miss Fleming arrived 


at the house with Henry Golas, a 
household aide of Marx, and that an 
argument ensued 


"Henry (Golas) called me a liar and 


told me that Wolfson and i were 
dragging, Groucho Marx's good name 
through the mud," Perle said 


"Miss Fleming, at a later point, said 


she would kill Fred and I " 


Judge Rafeedie asked. "What were 


her exact words9" 


" 'We're going to kill you,' " Perle 


replied 


The detective said that Miss Benoit 


was not present at the time.

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Parents want to teach 
kids traditional values

New York (AP) — American parents want to 


teach their children traditional values on 
marriage, hard work, religion and material 
success, even though many of the grown-ups 
don't always believe what they're advocating 
for the youngsters. 


That's one of the conclusions of a study 


released Wednesday on the American family. 
The survey was conducted by the polling firm 
of Yankelovich, Skelly and White, Inc., for 
General Mills, Inc. It was the second in a 
series of research reports sponsored by the 
company's Consumer Center. 


The survey covered 1,230 families with 


children under the age of 13 and the results 
were projected to apply to the 23 million 
American families who fall into that category. 
The findings do not apply to the more than 30 
million U.S. families without children or with 
youngsters only 13 and over. 


Discussing the study at a news conference, 


Daniel Yankelovich said it "finds them 
(families) in a pretty good mood... but there 
are signs of strain. People say they're coping; 
they seem to be coping; but the strain is 
there " 


He said the strain develops from the conflict 


between the traditional belief that parents 
should sacrifice for their children and "the 
new preoccupation with self-fulfillment. This 
conflict seems to be reshaping the nature of the 
American family." 


Yankelovich said a new type of "implied con- 


tract" is developing between parents and 


children. The parents sacrifice less for and 
expect less from their children. Sixty-seven 
per cent believe that children do not have an 
obligation to their parents regardless of what 
the parents have done for them. 


Yankelovich said the parents surveyed 


believe that adults should have a life of their 
own — even if it means spending less time with 
the children. Almost two-thirds disagree with 
the idea that parents should stay together for 
the sake of the children even if they are not 
happy. Children aged 6 to 12 who were inter- 
viewed for the survey disagreed. Only 49 per 
cent said parents should separate if they are 
not happy. 


Yankelovich said the pollsters found two 


types of families: "new breed" and 
""traditionalist." The new breed, representing 
43 per cent of those surveyed, are less child- 
oriented and more interested in self- 
fulfillment; they reject the importance of 
marriage as an institution and place little 
stress on saving money, hard work for its own 
sake and other traditional values. 


The 57 per cent identified as traditionalists 


tend to be stricter disciplinarians and more 
demanding of their children; they are ready to 
sacrifice for the youngsters, although less'so 
than in the past. 


Yankelovich said, however, that both groups 


want to pass traditional values on to their 
children. Many of the parents said they wanted 
to teach their children certain standards they 
themselves had rejected.

State Farm Life Insurance Company 
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Iowa high court rules 
ABP charges legitimate 


Des Moines (AP) - The Iowa Supreme 


Court ruled Wednesday a Story County District 
Court judge erred in dismissing indictments 
against two American Beef Packers, Inc., of- 
ficials. 


In an 8-0 decision, the court reversed the 


lower court decision and remanded the con- 
spiracy and obtaining cattle by false pretenses 
cases against Frank R. West and Robert E 
Lee for trial. 


"We are constrained to find and now con- 


clude that defendants were properly charged 
with the crime'of false pretenses," said the 
opinion written by Justice Warren Rees. 


"A jury should determine if such representa- 


tion or promise to pay was made with no in- 
tention to perform," the opinion said. 


The charges against West and Lee grew out 


of a limited bankruptcy petition filed by 
American Beef in January 1975. 


Numerous farmers in Iowa and other 


Midwest states were left holding an estimated 
$25 million in worthless checks for livestock. 
The checks were for livestock purchased 
before the bankruptcy petition was filed. 


West, president and chairman of the board of 


ABP, and Lee, group vice-president in charge 
of procurement, were indicted by a Pottawat- 
tamie County grand jury. The case was moved 
to Story County on a change of venue. 


Last October, Story County District Court 


Judge George Fagg dismissed the charges, 
saying the bill of particulars drawn up by the 


state was "inadequate to support the in- 
dictments." 


The Iowa attorney general's office appealed 


and the high court agreed. 


The indictments charge that between Sept. 


24,1974, and Jan. 6, 1975, American Beef had 
become hopelessly insolvent. American Beef 
filed a petition for bankruptcy on Jan. 7,1975. 


During the period of financial distress, the 


company continued its operations, issuing 
checks through a Seattle, Wash., bank. 


The state charged that during that time there 


were no funds in the account and that the bank 
had been instructed to return the checks and 
transfer any remaining funds to another bank. 


The state further charged that funds left in 


several bank accounts were used to pay off cer- 
tain creditors. And that income from cattle 
purchased and not paid for was sent to se- 
lected creditors. 


Thirty separate indictments were filed in 


Pottawattamie County. 


The defendants moved to set aside the in- 


dictments contending that the facts did not 
constitute the crime of obtaining money by 
false pretenses or conspiracy. 


Judge Fagg held that to claim false 


pretenses, the company would have to mis- 
represent material fact. And he said a promise 
to perform an act in the future with an intent 
not to fulfill the promise was not false 
pretenses. 


The Story County District Court now must 


set a new trial date. 


Motorist's damages upheld 


Des Moines (AP) — A half-million dollar 


judgment against the state in favor of an 
Omaha man whose car overturned on a frost- 
covered interstate highway bridge was upheld 
by the Iowa Supreme Court Wednesday. 


The unanimous opinion said the state was 


negligent in failing to salt or sand the bridge to 
remove the hazard, and in failing to do so it 
violated its own highway maintenance manual. 


The record showed Thomas P. Hunt, then 


20, set out from Omaha early on the morning of 


Nov. 9,1971, to go duck hunting near Missouri 
Valley. 


Hunt testified in Crawford County District 


Court the road surface was dry on Interstate 
Highway 29, but the bridge in the north part of 
Council Bluffs was covered with heavy frost. 
His car went into a skid and overturned. Hunt 
received injuries which paralyzed the lower 
part of his body. 


The supreme court opinion by Justice Mark 


McCormick agreed with the trial court's 
award of $501,750 damages to Hunt.

Wheat grower blasts food policy 


John Sullivan 
... criticizes think tanks. 


Ogallalla (AP) - The president of the 


Nebraska-Wyoming Wheat Growers 
Association has condemned what he terms 
a national trend toward a "cheap food" 
policy. 


John Sullivan of Wallace cited President 


Carter's proposed four-year program and 
the Ford administration's wheat embargo 
as examples of "the 
short-sighted, 


politically based 'think tank' philosophy 
that now prevails in Washington." 


Sullivan said farmers must take a stand 


against the trend. 


"Any farmer believing that he is not 


being used as the nation's chief inflation 
fighter should consider a report recently 
. released by the Washington think tank 
called 'Exploratory Project for Economic 


Alternatives,' " said Sullivan. 


He claimed the 200-page report written 


by Baylor Law School graduate Joe 
Belden is "laced with quotes from such in- 
dividuals as farm co-op critic Jim 
Hightower and ecologist Barry Com- 
moner." 


Sullivan said Belden contends in his 


report that farm programs of the past 
have hurt consumers by keeping prices 
higher than they would have been under a 
free market. 


Sullivan said Belden's group says the 


solution to the farm problem is three-fold: 


— Establish food reserves and manage 


supplies in consumers' interests, including 
public control of imports and exports. 


— Compensate farmers for the resulting 


low prices through a Brannan Plan-type 
"direct payments" to producers financed 
by a steeply progressive federal income 
tax. 


- And cut back on the nation's cattle 


feeding industry and place much more 
emphasis on grass-fed beef. 


"Belden's logic suggests that the U.S. 


return to farming patterns used 40 years 
ago," Sullivan said. "In short. Belden and 
like-minded proponents of a 'national food 
policy' would make farming a public utili- 
ty, inferring that 'food is too important to 
the nation to be left to the individual deci- 
sion of farmers, processors and 
retailers.' " 


Doctors' group claims regents' remarks inaccurate 


Omaha (AP) — Remarks by 


two University of Nebraska 
regents last week about the 
Medical Center's professional 
fee plan contained inac- 
curacies, a spokesman for the 
Nebraska Clinicians 
Group 


said Tuesday. 


Regents voted Saturday to 


i m p l e m e n t a proposal 
requiring limited disclosure of 
doctors' professional fee in- 
come. 


Regents Chairman Robert 


Simmons said doctors had the 
disclosure plan since October 


and "didn't meet to discuss it" 
until two weeks ago. 


But Dr. Sushil Lacy said 


three regents, three members 
of the Clinicians Group and 
Medical Dean Perry Rigby 
began discussing a limited dis- 
closure plan last June. 


Dr. Robert Koefott said last 


week that doctors pay nothing 
for use of facilities at the 
Medical Center. 


Dr. Lacy said patients at 


University 
Hospital and its 


clinics are billed separately 


for use of facilities and for doc- 
tors' fees. 


He said the practice varies 


from the usual system of doc- 
tors in private practice, who 
include their fee and the use of 
office facilities in one bill.

Smith said -in a telephone interview 


from Washington that the tax increase would 
discriminate against rural Americans who 
must travel great distances to jobs and doc- 
tors, unlike residents of metropolitan areas. 


Although there has been no presidential 


comment regarding gasohol as an alternative 
fuel, Mrs. Smith said she feels there is a great- 
ly increased possibility of federal funding for a 
gasohol pilot program in Nebraska following 
the President's Monday night message. 


She said the federal government is 


"definitely stepping up research in many areas 
and gasohol should be one of the areas con- 
sidered." 


remarks tiiat the nation's "main thrust in the 
consideration of our energy needs should be 
based upon greater production of all types of 
energy and total self-sufficiency in the near 
future." 


He said conservation is not enough upon 


which to build a program for a strong 
economy. 


Curtis said the reality of the energy crisis is 


"not even a debatable question." However, he 
added, many people are confused about the 
crisis because "some politicians have not told 
them the truth. There has been too much 
demagoguery about oil companies and the oil 
industry." 


Curtis said the nation should proceed in the 


search for and discovery of oil in the United 
States. 


He said actions of the Congress in the last 


few years "have placed every impediment im- 
aginable in the way of oil production." 


"There must be a balance between our 


economic needs and our environmental 
needs,'' Curtis said. 


He noted that the Environmental Protection 


Agency is threatening to cut down and close a 
number of producing wells in Nebraska, while 
other wells are unable to operate because of 
controlled prices. 


"No man, no government can say we are out 


of oil until we finish all the drilling that can be 
done," Curtis said. 


"Before the Congress embarked upon these 


Marxist theories of taxation and control," Cur- 
tis charged, "our oil industry was growing and 
expanding."

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Bankers report rising level of farm loans in 1976 
Firms told to give IRS records 


Omaha (AP I — The dollar volume of 


all types of farm loans increased in 1976 
from the levels of 1975, according to a 
national survey released by the 
agricultural bankers division of |he 
American Bankers Association. 


No dollar figures were provided in 


the survey release mailed from 
Washington. 


The survey also showed that bankers 


expect credit demands will rise at a 
slower rate this year than last, par- 


tucularly in the Plains and West where 
farmers have been experiencing 
drought. 


The survey said 41','; of the bankers 


polled said the risk of making farm 
loans would be higher in 1977, especial- 
ly in drought-stricken areas. 


In the Northeast, Corn Belt and 


South, more bankers reported improve- 
ment in the 1976 loan quality than 
reported deterioration. It was the other 


way around in the Plains and West 
where loan extensions and renewals in- 
creased at 66% of the banks, compared 
with less than 50'* of the banks 
elsewhere. 


Other survey results showed: 
Refinancing increased at more than 


hall tlie drought-area banks, compared 
to 25 to 40% elsewhere. 


Eight of 10 banks surveyed reported 


loan funds in good balance or in 
surplus with credit demands last year. 


Funds were most readily available in 
the Corn Belt and South. The Plains 
experienced some decline in loan fund 
availability. 


Interest rates on bank farm loans 


averaged about 9% for the last three 
years and 80% of the banks anticipate 
no change in the next six months. 


More than half the banks said they 


had 1976 farm loan applications 
exceeding their legal limits.

Fremont (AP)-A chemical 


plant that drew complaints 
from nearby residents is smel- 
ly but not dangerous, an Iowa 
toxicologist who investigated 
the complaints says. 


Ur. Donald Morgan of the 


University of Iowa's Institute 
of Agricultural Medicine said 
he agreed with state, city and 
company officials that the ob- 
noxious smell blamed for 
making some of the Platte 
Chemical Co. neighbors ill is a 
nuisance. 


But he said fire hazards in 


the company's pesticide 
manufacturing plant and 
warehouses are no greater 
than in any other industrial 
operation. 


He said the company may 


not be the only business in the 
area spewing out an un- 
desirable odor. 


Morgan said the odor comes 


from propyl mercaptans, a 
raw material in one of the 
company's products, and a 
substance in skunk oil. It is 
applied to odorless propane 
and natural gases to make 


them detectable, he said. 


He said Mocap, an insec- 


ticide used by the firm, is less 
toxic than many pesticides 
handled regularly by farmers, 
and that dust from Mocap- 
i m p r e g n a t e d g r a n u l e s 
"represents the only serious 
toxic hazard in the plant 
operation." 


He said Platte Chemical 


plans to install a high-capacity 
scrubbing operation to reduce 
concentrations of the smelly 
chemical. 


Morgan said the substance is 


normally washed away by the 
plant's filtration system, but 
two major malfunctions, one 
March 8 and the other last 
Spring, sent the odor out of the 
plant. 


The Department of En- 


vironmental Control (DEC), 
which is reviewing the plant's 
operations, is aware of 
Morgan's findings, DEC 
spokesman Dick Varner said 
He said federal Environmental 
Protection Agency represen- 
tatives plan to check the 
plant's emissions.

I 
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Aid request may be reconsidered 


Omaha (AP) - The Federal Disaster 


Assistance Administration (KDAA) may 
reconsider its rejection of a request by 
western electrical cooperatives for 
money to rebuild power lines felled in 
the blizzard last month. Sen. Carl Curtis, 
K-Neb., said Wednesday. 


A spokesman in Curtis' Washington of- 


fice said FDAA public assistance chief 
James Lewis will take the cooperative's 
plea for reconsideration back to FDAA 
decision-makers. 


Curtis said the representatives of 


three western Nebraska cooperatives 
asked for $8 million to help 13 affected 
districts rebuild lines. The request was 
turned down last week, along with 
similar requests from Colorado and Kan- 
sas totaling over $100 million. 


Curtis said the initial FDAA position 


was that the cost of rebuilding the lines 
could be borne by either the capital re- 
serves of the cooperativess or by in- 
creased consumer prices 


Curtis said the increased prices could 


total between $200 and $500 per 
customer. 


Curtis said he, Nebraska Sen. Edward 


Zorinsky and Kansas Sen. James Pear- 
son also commented at the meeting. 


Curtis said the FDAA was told that the 


rural electrical cooperatives do not have 
adequate reserves to handle the costs in- 
curred by the blizzard, and that 
customers can't support the cost because 
most of them are farmers with large 
electricity requirements. 


Thone, Smith protest meatless menu 


Omaha ( A P ) - Two Republican 


members of the Nebraska Congressional 
delegation Wednesday sent telegrams to 
President Carter protesting the meatless 
White House menu planned for 
Thursday's Food Day 77 celebration. 


Both Reps Virginia Smith and Charles 


Thone alluded in their telegrams to 
allegations by the Omaha-based National 
Livestock Feeders Association that the 
vegetarian menu may have been 
suggested by the Center for Science in 
the Public Interest, a consumers group. 


The feeders association has also wired 


the White House protesting the meatless 
meal. 


Mrs. Smith said in her telegram, "To 


exclude meat from the menu. . .is a slap 
at one of the most important segments of 
America's aricultural economy," the 
cattle industry. 


She said, "I have learned from the 


National Livestock Feeders Association 
that a group purporting to protect the 
consumer has convinced you to take this 
action." 


Thone cited the "beating that has been 


taken by the meat producers. . .in re- 
cent years as a result of economic 
pressures and unfair and unwarranted 
attacks on a wide range of meat and 
meat products by food faddists." He 
warned the President: 


"I would hope you would not join in 


what appears to be a deliberate attempt 
to damage further this large segment of 
U.S. agriculture by allowing yourself to 
be used as a pawn in a game being waged 
by a group of self-proclaimed protectors 
of the public." 


Inmate loses lawsuit against warden 


An inmate of the Nebraska Penal 


Complex has lost his $150,000 lawsuit 
against Warden Robert F. Parratt for 
being placed in solitary confinement for 
eight months without due process. 


U.S. District Judge Warren K. Urbom 


ruled in favor of Parratt Wednesday, 
saying the inmate, David Coleman, 
failed to prove the warden was guilty of 
anything worse than negligence. 


"Public officials have a qualified im- 


munity from liability for damages." Ur- 
bom ruled, and the evidence in the case 
was not sufficient to take that immunity 


from Parratt. 


Coleman, a convicted robber, was 


placed in solitary confinement in 
September 1975 after a disturbance in 
the penitentiary gym. Prison officials 
alleged Coleman had a knife at the time. 


At the trial, prison officials could not 


produce any records showing Coleman 
had a hearing on his alleged violation of 
prison rules. Such a hearing is required 
by prison guidelines to insure due 
process for inmates being disciplined. 


Acknowledging that Coleman ap- 


parently was denied due process, Urbom

noted that the inmate had not produced 
any evidence showing Parratt had any 
personal animosity toward him. 


Parratt did nothing to prevent 


Coleman from having a hearing and did 
not knowingly ignore the situation 
because such discipline was handled by a 
subordinate, Urbom said. 


When Parratt learned of Coleman's 


situation from an aide the following 
June, he ordered Coleman released from 
solitary confinement, Urbom added. 


Motions against other prison officials 


were dismissed in the ruling.

Whooping swan? goose? pelican? 


Some people are so anxious to see a rare and endangered 


whooping crane, they sometimes send the experts on a wild 
goose chase. Literally. 


The whoopers, a large white bird with black wing tips, are 


migrating through Nebraska and the Dakotas enroute north to 
nesting grounds in Canada. Along the way people try to keep 
track, watching the cranes safely to their destinations. 


But some folks get a little mixed up. Snow geese, white 


pelicans, swans, wood storks and even the gray-bodied sandhill 
crane are mistaken for whoopers. It could be a simple mistake 
but more often it's a case of just plain not knowing what to look 
for in whooper country. 


The National Audubon Society and the U.S. Fish and 


Wildlife Service are trying to make it easier. The Society bas 
recently published a pamphlet, "Is it a whooping crane?" It 
gives you key things to look for in determining if it is indeed a 
whooper you have your binoculars pinned on during migration 
season. 


Tips include the fact that a "whooping crane stands more 


than four feet tall, in flight its black wingtips are visible and.its 
long dark legs extend beyond the tail. It has a wingspan of 7>z 
feet. Immature whooping cranes are rusty red and white but 
have the distinctive black wingtips." 


Other tips note the sandhill crane lacks the black wingtips. 


The black markings on a white pelicans wings extend nearly to 
the bird's body. Not so with the whoopers. And the pelican has 
short yellow legs that do not extend beyond its tail in flight. 


The snow goose is a much smaller bird than the whoopers 


and swans, like the geese, are also distinctive in flight in that 
their legs do not extend beyond the bird's tail. 


The wood stork has black wing markings all the way to its 


body, plus a dark head and neck with a long, slightly curved bill 
The whopper bill is straight and not as long. . 


When you've made a sighting of a whooping crane, contact 


the Audubon Society, the Fish and Wildlife Service or the 
Nebraska Game and Parks Commission immediately so the 
sighting can be verified. 
Cold water warning 


Minnesota's Department of Natural Resources has put out 


a warning worthy of even Nebraskans to consider at this time of 
year. There is a chill that kills. 


In Minnesota last year alone, some 23 deaths occurred 


during April and May related to water and exposure. In most 
cases, said the release, ••hypothermia" (exposure) was the con- 
tributing factor in the deaths. 


Exposure is the lowering of body temperature caused by 


immersion in cold water of less than 70 degrees. Cold wind and 
temperatures can also contribute to this lowering of body 
temperatures. If the body's core temperature drops more than 
15 or 20 degrees, death is a strong probability. 


The Minnesota DNR reports personal flotation devices will 


not only keep a person afloat when in the water, but they will 
also aid in keeping body heat in the body. Since cold water con- 
ducts heat away from the body 25 times faster than air. the 
DNR says it is" important to get out of the water as soon as 
possible. 
First aid steps for hypothermia call for removing wet 


clothing and taking immediate steps to rewarm the victim. 
Placing the victim in a bathtub of warm water is one of the 
fastest methods. 


If the victim has stopped breathing, artificial respiration 


should be started immediately and. in all cases, the victim 
should be gotten to competent medical facilities as soon as 
possible.

Apart from legal commitments, 
such as teasee. does a city that has subsidized a 
team have the right to demand that it remain? 
And what obligation, if any, does a city have to the 
teams it helped acquire? 


For half a century, from 1903 through 1952, 


major feagve baseball hnctioned without a single 
crty-to-city franchise shift. Then the Boston 
Braves transferred their National League 
franchise to Milwaukee for the 1853 season, and 
the club's deserted New England fans howled in 
protest They called it "carpetbagging;' but tbe 
trend continued. 


In list the St. Louis Browns moved East and 


became tbe Baltimore Orioles. After the 1957 
season, Brooklyn's beloved Dodgers and the New 
York Giants both packed their hags and went 
West - the Dodgers to Los Angeles, the Giants to 
San Francisco. 


It wasn't until 196&, when the same Braves 


who bad moved from Boston to Milwaukee 
decided to afeMte MilwMtee for Atlanta, that 
major cttto begat MB* their taum to bte* a 


departure. But Milwaukee's lawsuit, in a highly 
controversial case, failed to keep tbe Braves 


Pure carpetbagging, however, is no longer a 


major issue. The sports explosion, with its greatly 
expanding leagues and heavier television revenue, 
hast put teams into virtually every important 
market. Of tiie 28 teams in the National Football 
League, for example. 26 play in city, county or 
state-bnilt facilities 


Since I960, major league baseball has gone 


from 16 teams to 26; the National Basketball 
Association has more than doubled t to 22 teams > 
And tbe National Hockey League has tripled (to 18 
teams). 


Commissioners of the various sports tend to 


see an inherent obligation by clubs to the cities 
that support them But they feel that economic 
considerations conceivably could compel a team 
to seek another location, and that each case 
should be judged separately Most cities, on the 
other hand, argue that restrictions must be placed 
on teams to prevent them from leaving. 


"If a team doesn t have a legal obligation." 


says Leslie G. Foschio. corporation counsel lor 
the city of Buffalo, "it has a moral obligation to 
stay. AU the im«*rneTits a aty makes to accom- 
modate a team create expectations of a continued 


relationship." 


Last year, when Paul Snyder tried to sell the 


Buffalo Braves to a Florida group and move the 
basketball franchise to Hollywood. Fla 


The city went to court and obtained a 


restraining order blocking the transfer HoweMT, 
jt was considered doubtful that the National 
Basketball Association's club owners would have 
approved the shift. As with roost leagues, a 
transfer must be supported by three-quarters of 
the club owners. 


Irv Levin, owner of the Boston Celtics, said at 


the time '' Don't forget, we're a league, not just a 
bunch of individual teams trying to set up shot 
anywhere 


The Braves, under new ownership, now have a 


15-year iease at Buffalo Memorial Auditorium, 
which they share with the Sabres of the National 
Hockey League. Snyder had charged that the 
Sabres received preferential treatment from the 
city. 


Other cities have sued leagues or teams in re- 


cent vcars in an effort to block their departure 


Last year. San Francisco filed a lawsuit to 


clock the Giants from moving lo Toronto under 
new ownership. A judge ruled that an effort 
should be ma*n& sell tbe team to local interests, 


a lease with the city for Candlestick Park being 
the basis of the suit. The effort succeeded, and the 
Giants were still in San Francisco. 


A sports team," says Lee MacPhail. presi- 


dent of the American League, "is almost a civil 
ir)Mitutir.n It should not transfer from a 
metropolitan area unless very pressing reasons 
exist serious lack of fan support, the lack of any 
ownership willing to operate in that locale, or 
*<?ry inadequate stadium facilities. Even in those 
•TManres. however, every effort should be made 
to ,-.n|vc or correct these problems before a deci- 
sion is made to abandon an area." 


In football and baseball, most of the transfers 


that have taken place in recent years have in- 
volved teams moving from old facilities in the 
citv to new stadiums in Suburbia. The franchises 
remained in tbe same metropolitan area, even 
when the team crossed state lines as the New 
York Giants did m their shift from Yankee 
Stadium to their new facility in tbe Meadowlands.

Finding date pleases Rigg

After hanging up the telephone 


Tuesday night, Lincoln Pius X girls ten- 
nis coach John Riggs was feeling like 
he'd won a lottery. 


Searching fruitlessly to find a way to 


meet Lincoln Southeast in tennis, Riggs 
had finally given up when he found out 
that Pius had a conflict on the date of the 
Lincoln Public Schools meet, a 
tournament he was hoping he could talk 
his way in to.

"I'm really excited," Riggs says. "I

Definitely the best around here, and one 
of the best in Class A." 


Pius holds a 6-0 dual mark while 


Southeast is 5-0, but both coaches feel the 
meat of their schedule is ahead. 


"We really haven't played anyone 


tough yet except Lincoln High," says 
MacNeill. "We're looking forward to 
playing Pius also. From what John says,

Riggs considers himself just bold
